This kindy of Hitory pleated Wilfred cxcecdingly, 
ſhc niade bo acknowledgments to theCount by her 
ſimpring, and nodding her head 3 and promiting 
to herſclt that he would tell her as much of every 
one ſhe thould ſec, the addreſt her ſclt to him to 
know who that Adel uid was which the Painter was 
then ſhewing. She was formerly, Madam, replicd 
the Favourite, Queen of the Lombards, and dycd 
latcly Wite to Otho the Great, who is at this day 
En;pciour of the Welt. The Amazonian Habit in 

hich the Painter has drawn her, correſponds cx- 
cccding]ly with the ations of her lite 3 for ſhe de- 
Fo tended 
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ended a Town in Lombardy in the abſence of her 
irſt Husband, as well ac the beſt Captain he had : in 
the War Otho the Emperour had lately with the 
Sclavonians and Dalmatians, ſhe did him as much

of Valour, replied Edgar, interrupting him a little, 


are rare in perſons ot that Sex, and I cannot but 
commend the Judgment of the Painter in the Ele-

This prudent 
and judicious an{wer one would have thought 
might have caſed the Count of his trouble 3 but the 
King was fo ſurpriſed with the contemplation of 
Alfreda's Picture, that he took no notice of what 
had been ſaid. What, ſays he in great tranſporta- 
tion, is it poflible but the features of this face mult 
make the hand{omeſt Woman in the World ? Tell 
me, Ethelwold, and tell me ingenuouſly, has your 
Wite theſc Eycs, this Mouth, this Noe, and, in 
ſhort, this Toxy or mould of her Face. Yes, Sir, re- 
plied Ethelweld, (much diſtracted with thoſe kind 
of queliions) the has all of them, and if your Majc- 
ſty be pleaſed to recollect, you may remember, that 
in the deſcription I have of her, I told you that ne- 
ver an ugly Woman was fo well provided to be 
handſom, and that all the features in her Face were 
excellent > but they are not ſo well laid and conne-

{ce the Countcls the next day : All the Count could 
obtain was the liberty to go two or tinee hours be- 
fore, fo give che Duke notice of his coming. There 
5no duthcuiry to concuive how his tt + us were 
1mploycd all the while hc was upon the Koad. His 
Ambition, and lis Love diviacd them ecgualiy. 
Whcn he contiderd the crime he had conmuitted 
againtt his Mayctiy, tn betray my his coutsdcnce, and 
the incvitabic dauger he was iu of bling dilover 
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ed 3 he believed he could do no leſfs,than to deliver pol 
up his Wite with his own hands to the King, and 
to try how far that would work for his pardon. 
On the other {ide when he remembred her endued 
with all the Beauties which were capable to adorn 
her, hereſolved ta dye a thouſand deaths, rather 
than to fee her in the poſſeſſion of another 3 and 
this laſt re{olution being fortified with the light of 
her, he uſed all his Rhetorick to perſwade her to 
counterfeit her ſelf -ill, and conceal her (elt from 
the King, But good God ! to whom was it he 
addreſt nimſelt? Alfreds would have purchaſed 
that fight he prohibited , with the loſs of her 
life. She told him that the humour of conceal- 
ing her ſ{clt from the Kings curiofity, would but ag- 
gravate and augment it 3 that he being King, and 
ſhe his Subje&; he would tce her ſome time or 0- 
ther, it he had made ut his relolution ; that the beſt 
way was to appear cheertully, ſeeing there was no il | 
poſlibility to avoid it. Theſe Arguments made | 
the poor Count almoſt deſperate, but contidering i 
there was reaſon in what ſhe ſaid, and that the 
King, if he ſaw her not that day , would be ſure of 
her another, ſeeing ſhe conſented her (elf, he cryed, 
Well then, tec him if you pleaſe, ſee the moſt curi - 
ous Monarch in the World, he is our Maſter, he will 
ſee you, and I know very well you are pleaſed with 
his reſolution : but let me delire one thing of you, 
dear Alfreda, not to make the beſt of your Beauty, 
nor exhibit to his Eyes all the Charms with which 
It 15 in your power to attaque him : let me beg of 
you at leaſt to be i]l dreſt, negligent, to ſpeak little, 
and what you do, as tar as you cary from the pur- 
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pole. Alfreda made the ſame uſe of his Dodrine, 
zs a witty Woman would do; ſhe knew (by his 
direions how to diſpleaſe the King) what courſe 
e was to ſteer, to give him ſatisfaction.

much that not bcing abl: to conceal his rclentment 
of the Counts inhidelity, lic had certainly clapt him 
in Priſon, had not the apprcheniion of diſpleaſing 
his Wite reſtrained him.

This good Count, whole confidence had been fo 
ill requircd, and who was notable to make ule of 
the remedics of a diſcrect Husband © who conceals 
with all poflible carc his domctitick diforders ) per- 
cciving ts diſgrace publick all over Cajtzle, and 
that it was ridiculous in him to ſulpe& oniy ne was 
laught at, he rcfolved to repair himlclt of the _ 
: ha 
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had been done him, in ſuch a way as ſhould extin- 
guiſh the reproach. He made his Uncle Alphonſo 
de Caſtile Governour 1n his abſcnce, and parting 
from Burgos without any Equipage but a {ingle 
Gentleman, he traced Madam Valery to the City of 
Paris. It was no cafic matter to diſcover in that 
place a Woman who lived obſcurely, and whoſe 
Mother-tongue was the Language of that Country. 
And Doa Garcias undertaking that difhculty, con- 
cluded it neceflary to get ſome afliftance extraordi- 
vary for the accompliſhment ot his deſign ; he 
made a folemn Vow, that it he was ſo happy to be 
revenged of his old Conſort, he would take ano- 
ther from her debaucigrics , and place her upon the 
Throne of Caſtile. Let not the Reader be ſurpriſcd

The Count of Caftile dctirous to put himfelf into a. 
-ondition of fulhlling his refolution, and judging 
moreover he was moli likely to tind his Wite in the 
Company of looſe and licentious Women, he infi- 
nuatcd with one of that ſort, the moſt tubtle, and 
famous in Paris, he ſhewcd her money enough to 
convince her he was worthy of her fidelity, and dee 
firing her to convey him amongſt the Ladies of her 
Acquaintance 3 ſhe gave him a Munſter of about 
twenty Harlots, all very handſom, and fine, and 
under 
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under the prote&ion of a rich Officer of the Tre: 
ſary, which delivered the Stranger trom a conſide. 
rable expence. Among theſe chatt Damoilelles 
Don Garcias had an opinion he might find his 


' Wite : theerrour ſhe had committed with the Pil. 


grim, promiſed him no leſs, but he was mitltaken, 
for the good Wonian was more faithtul to Hygy, 
than ſhe had been to him : he could not hind her in 
chat Inventory, nor in ſeveral others of the ſame 
nature which he examined afterwards. To ren- 
der his tortune more tavourable, he thought his bcſt 
way would be to halten the accompliſhment of his 
Vow, aud calting his Eyes upon a brown youny 
Laſs called Radegond, with whom the action as he 
thought would be more pious and charitable than 
any other 3 he intimated to his old Fricnd that that 
was the pcrſou he defired to marry. His liberality 
had preparcd the good Bawd tor his ſervice he 
had icarce {poke the word, but the Victime wes 
broughe to' the foot of the Altar : The Girl was 
witty, ncver Wench better killed in the Mytteries 
of Love, nor underltood the Art of Cullying betrer: 
one had nced to have had good Judgment in Ma- 
gick, to have won her to a compliance, and yct ſhe 
had a natural tendency to be prodigal of her ta- 
vours 3 that Don Garcias had he had any detigns 
upon her that way, mult have uted violence to ob- 


tain them. But he had no ſuch intention, his. 


thoughts were only to reclaim her, and having gi- 
ven her a deſcription ot Vice, (which was more te- 
dious to her than the vice it felt ) he promilcd her 
the Crown of Caſtile, as the price of her Conver- 
fion, The. tit part of his Sermon aſtoniſhed wm

ing (withan ingenuity ſhe had often counterfeited 
betore) ſhe had never uſed any ſuch Complacency 
but out of pure neceflity : She promiſed the Count 
ſincere a Converſion , that the Ages to come 
ſhould ſpeak of her Piety : after what had happen- 
ed, Don Garcias ought to have becn wiſer z but he 
| was of the temper of the Cat metamorphoſed into 

a Woman, and returned to his own Nature. The 
good Count looked upon Radegoxd, as a ſecond 
Egyptian Mary, and giving her an account of his 
Vow, and the cauſe of it, he conjured her by the 
intereſt ſhe had in its accomplifhment, to aflitt him 
in the diſcovery of his Wife. And indeed he could 
not have addreſt himſclf better. Radegond was 
own Sifter to Hugo > ſhe {erved the Counteſs by the

Gentlewoman, h1s Siiter was forced to make ule of 
her own parts for the fubliftence ot the Family. It 
could be no great dithculty therefore for her to pro- 
mite Dox Garcias the accompliſhment of his de- 
fires > but having heard, and rcmembred an un- 
lucky ſtory of the Seamen, who nuke great vows 1n 
a {torm, and forget them when they are our of it - 


She was afraid the Count of Caftile ſhould make but 
D little 
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had no farther obligation upon him than his word. 
She contented her {elf to flatter his hopes for the 
preſent, and then betaking her ſelf to a great Lord 
of the Court, who had had the firft fruits of her 


favour, & for that reaſon protected her upon all oc- | 


caſions 3 ſhe-told him her adventure,and the proba- 
bility ſhe was in to be Counteſs of Caſtile. Her 
Prote&or could not believe (at firſt) one word that 
ſhe ſaid, and looked upon all as Chimerical ; but 


 Radegond promiling to bring him to the ſpecch of 


Garcias, and giving him the ſzme Arguments to 
prefwade him it was true, as ſhe had cxacted trom 
the Count for the ſirengthning of their own taith, 
he believed her by degrees. His advice was to 
make the diſcovery of the Counteſs as difficult as 
ſhe could, he gave her leſſons of Hypocrific to im- 
pole upon the Count, and pretending himſelf her 
Uncle, he made Don Garcias a Vilit, to draw him 
to a promiſe under his hand of marrying his Niece, 
it ſhe brought him to Madam Valery. The Count 
conſented to the conditions without any reliftance, 
as well becauſe it was his real intention at that time, 
as becauſe he ſuppoſed this Uncle not in a poſture 
to conlirain him, ithe repented it afterwards. The 
Uncle diſguiſed himſelt in an ordinary Habit, was 
tollowed by none of his Servants, and judging his 
truc Name might fright him from promiting, he 
took another more {uitable to the Quality he pro- 
iſt, which Dox Garcias regarded no more, than it 
he hed been no body at all. Radegond finding ber 
ſclf ſo well ſupported, ſhe kept touch with the 
Count, and that without much trouble 3 for = 
a 
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little conſcience of breaking with her, when ſhe 
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had no more to do, but to deliver him the Key of 
Madam V/alerys Lodgings. The Husband being 
very angry, got himſelt conducted by ſeveral Foot- 
men which he hired : And Paris being a Town, 
where they who- have money may do any thing, 
and the Count having found his Pilgrim and his 
Wife cloſe in one Bed, he needed but one ſtroke to 
rid himſelf of both. When he had fatished his 
vengeance in this manner, I am of opinion he 
would willingly have had no further bulineſs in 
Pary, than to provide for his return. He began to 
talk of compounding with Radegord, he ottcred 
her a ſum of money to diſpenle,: and *tis generally 
believed his conſcience would have been much at 
reti, could he have prevented the accompliſhment: 
of his Vow. But the pretended Uncle would not 
admit of any ſuch terms. The thoughts he had 
of ſeeing one of his Miſtrefſes in the Throne of 
Caſtile, flattered his vanity exceedingly 3 he diſco- 
vered himſelf who he was, and theCount de Caſtile, 
being in no condition in Paris to contend with the 
intereſt of one of the chief men in France 3 he 
_thought it ſufficient that he had been the diſcourſe 
of all Spain by his firſt Marriage, without making 
himfclt fo at Paris by his ſecond. He married Ra- 
degondas he had promiſed, and the Marriage being 
ratified, and all the Grandees in Caſtile aflembled, 
Radegond was pronounced®Soveraign of CaſtiJeun- 
der the ſame Naine her Brother had carricd in that 
Country before. Some may ſay perhaps that Do 
Garcias might have as well have accompliſhed his 
Vow in the perfon of his old Wife Iſabel de Verman- 
avis, as in the perſon of Radegond, The Subjccts 
D- 2 Were 
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were equally diſpoſed, Harlots thcy were both, 
and the repentance of the firſt might as well have 
been expected, as the converſion of the latter. But 
this fecond alliance fatisfied his revenge more than 
Madam Valeries remorſe, beſides the debauchery of 
the Counteſs was known in Caſtile, whereas Rade- 
goud might paſs there for a Saint. He preſented 
hcr to the Caſtilzuns tor a great Example of Vertuc, 
tor a perſon who abhorring the wickedneſs of her 
Brothers lite, had choſe rather to deliver him up to 
Don Garcias indignation, than to ec the honour of 
her Fainily depraved by (o ungodly an action : it 
15 ſtrange how the natures of things change, accord- 
ing to their diticcent faces. We know none of 
thele intrigues, but by the 1mprudent diſcovery of 
ſonic pcrions concerned : and thoſe perſons appear 
to us the ſhame of rheir Sex many times by the in- 
coatincnce they are charged with, who perhaps are 
much more diſcrcet than they which accuſe them. 
Love is a nimble Dcity, and marchcs a great way 
in a little time. From the Territory of Caſtile he 
has brought us into Exglayd in the time we can 
read half a ſheet of Paper ; from Loxdon he has 
xc=conveycd us to Burgos, and from Burgos to Pars, 
with the ſame expedition, and now he is carrying 
us out of the middle of Fraxce, into the Court ot 
the Emperour ot the Welt, without deſiring more 
timc for the Journey, than is requilite for the wri- 
ting a tew lines. In the preceding ſtorics he has 
pleated himſeclt in criumphing over Marriage, in 
this he tides with it, and lcaves the ſucceeding pair 
an everlaſting inſtance of Conſtancy and Vertue.

Examples of this kind, 1 muſt confeſs are rare, 
yet we are not without, ſome, and the Duke and 
Dutcheſs of Modena fall very luckily into my me- 
mory for an inſtance. This Duke had for a long, 
time been in Love with the Princeſs of Bavar 4a, 
Daughter to Duke Henry, and Coutin German to 
Otho the Third, at that time Emperour of the Weſt. 
His paſtion for her had ingagcd him to tollow Oth» 
in all his Wars againſt the Sarrazins in Poxille, and 
againſt Lothaire ( the French King ) in Aultraſia. 
Love is a kind of Proteus, and aſſumes all ſhapes up- 
on occaſion, if it meets with a bate mind, it be- 
comes the Author of all forts of bafencſs ; but 
when it is ſo happy as to meet with a noble, and 
{ublime inclination, it excites to the greatelt aCti- 
ons, and nothing prompts more to vertue, or makes 
a man more illuttrious. This was the CharaGer 
it had taken in the heart of the young Dake of Mo- 
denz. The Princeſs of Bavaria bcing the price he 
had propoſed to himſelf ot all his Atchievments, be 
had done Miracles to deſerve hex. For her ſake it

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was he had fought many Battels, and defended 
many Towns. The Idea he had of her beauty 
accompanied him in his greateſt perils, and (conſi- 
dering bis Conqueſts,as ſo many ſteps which advan- 
ced him towards the poſſeſſion of the Princeſs, and 
alliance with the Emperour ) one may fay, that 
Otho ought more of his Victories to the paſſion of 
the Duke of Modena, than to the Armies of his Sub- 
ze&s, or the Condud of his Generals.

Dutcheſs was capable of, never was Bride and 

Bridegroom more happy,than the Duke of Modena, 

and his Princeſs, they expreſt the fame cares and 

complacences, as are uſed by the moſt violent Lo- 

vers : they delighted to be near one another, and 

were never {cparated but in publick 3 their Eyes, 

their actions, their every thing diſcovered the 

kindneſs ot their Hearts and in a word they loved 

* at that rate, they {ct all perſons a gog who obſerved 
them: The Empreſs Mary, Wite to Otho, ( who 
mc<rited as much trom him, as the Dutcheſs did from 
thc Duke) not meeting ſo much kindneſs from her 
Uusband, began to envy her telicity. She caſt that 
Marriage in Otho's diſh upon all occafions, as an 
Exampic he ought to follow, and the reproxches ot 
te good Women, being the worſt way they can 
| take 
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take to warm the blood of their Husbands, the 
Empreſs did but little good upon hers: Sheplagued 
him ſo continually with that pattern, that ſhe be- 
gan to be inſupportable : In ſhort they lookt upon 
one another as Judgments fent down ou purpole to 
torment them 3 and this ſecret abhorreucy betwixt- 
Man and Wite, being uſually a preſage of new paſli- 
on for Strangers, the Emperour and Empreſs 
might ona ſudden have perceived, that unlawful 
Love builds always upon the ruines of Conugal. 
The Empreſs could not ſee the Duke with his own 
Wite, without diſturbance 3 ſhe invented every day 
ſome new pretence or other to divide them, ( not 
conſidering that little interruptions in things ins 
different , render our Loves more ardent in mat- 
ters of concernment ) the by that means inſenſibly 
incre2{cd, what ſhe defired fo earneſtly to deſtroy. 
On the other fide the Emperor finding the Dutcheſs 
always alone, becauſe thc Emprels could not live 
without the Dake, that opportunity compleated 
that flame, which her Charms had ſcarce kindled 
bcfore : her tir{t Contidence was, acquainting her 
with the impertinence of the Empreſs 3 how trou- 
bleſom, how unappeaſable ſhe was, and from thence 
paſſing in courſe to a ſolemn wiſh, that the was but 
half ſo well diſpoſed as the Dutcheſs; his defire 
ſtruck ſo plauſibly upon his fancy, he could not at- 
terwards get her off on his thoughts.

I pretended to underftand 
her diſcourſe no otherwiſe than as a tryal of my 
reſpe& 3 and preſenting the Box with great reve- 
rence, No, no, Madam, faid I, do not ſuſpe& me 
of Sacriledge, I am fo Religious an obſerver of =, 
duty, that the very Copy of this Original is too fa- 
cred a thing for me. Be not fo modcett, replied the 
Empreſs, and madc {igns to me to follow her to the 
Window. Somctimes it is more criminal to re- 
tule favours that are offered , than to force them 
where they are rctuſed 3 and then her paſſion ha- 
ving vangquitht all oppoſition, the inconliderate 
Princeſs told things fo plain (and her Eyes infinua- 
tcd the rclt ) that I could have wiſht I had loſt the 
cxerciſe of my ſenſes, that I might not have been 


; privy toa thing ſo derogatory to the Imperial Fa- 


mily. The Dutcheſs oft Modexa heard her Hus- 


bands relation, with a concernment that was vilible 


in her tace, and looking upon him with tears in her 
Eyes, Ah, my Lord, ſaid ſhe when he had done, I 
{ce the Heavens do envy my Felicity , I ſhould have 
bccn too happy tor a mortal Creature, could I have 
loved you, and bcen beloved by you without inter- 
ruption 3 but I was not born to fo much good For- 
tune, and the Empreſs has rcaſon to diſturb it. In 
what is it that the difturbs it, replied the Duke , 
ſomething haſtily ? have I complicd with her afte- 
Gion? have I concealed it from you? or do you 
hnd I love her better than you? No, Sir, rephed 
the Dutcheſs, and I give you thanks that you have 
not, but I fear what the Empreſſes Charms were not 
able to compals, the ingratitude of the Emperour 
may poſſibly procure 3 you lookt upon that _ 
ceſs 
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ceſs as the Wife of your Maſter, and thought it your 
duty tothe goodneſs of Otho, to make a generous 
oppoſition to the infidelity of his Confort, But 
alas. vw the caſc is alter'd, and the fame Otho be- 
come the greateſt of your Encmics, what is there 
left to ſecure your att&tion from a young Princeſs, 
which loves you ſo entirely, and is the firſt perſon 
of her Sex in the World ? Your Charms, Madam, 
replied thc Duke, interrupting her, are fo power- 
ful, and fo rigoroutly adored by me, that they will 
infallibly ſecure my taith tor your ſelf : Reſt you 
contented in that, and do not imagine that my de- 
fire to be revenged ot the Emperour, obliges me to 
give him a pretence to take his vengeance on me.

The Dake 
reliſted the kindnc(s of the Empreſs with fo con- 
ttant a firmnels, it lookt almoſt like contempt 3 and 
the Dutcheſs reccived all the attaques of the Em- 
perour, with the ſame reſolution 3 but *tis dange- 
rous ſometimes to puſh things too far. The Em- 
perour made a Treat ( one day in a Garden of his 


not far from the Town ) upon the Bank of a River 


which runs by , it was not long the Trees in it had 
been planted, and fo gave not much ſhade 3 but 


that 
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that defe& was ſupplied by certain Arbours, or Ca- 


banes covered over with a ſort of Leaves,which put 
forth ſooner than ordinary. Part of the Cabanes 
were made into the form of a Labyrinth , ſome. 
were double, fome ſingle, and all of ſeveral faſhions. 
Into one of theſe Cabanes Otho had condutted the 
Dutcheſs of Modeza, and the Empreſs pretending 
her {lf weary, was retired with the Duke ( who 
had the honour to lead her ) into.another. It is to 
be ſuppoſed, that neither the one Lover, nor the 
other would loſe that convenience of complaining 
of their Deftiny» The Emperour begged , and 
ſighed, and perhaps wept ; The Emprets (the more 
impetuous of the two) when fair words would not 
do, began to threaten revenge. The coldneſs 
wherewith the Duke entertained the Empreſs, was 
more intolerable,than that with which the Dutcheſs” 
received the Empreſs. It is an Honour to a young, 
Prince to be a Gallant, and an amorous Atchiev- 
ment, gains as much reputation ſometimes, as the 
bloodicti Victory. But with the Women it is not 
fo, a Lady cannot advance one liep, but ſhe charges 


| hcr (elf with the whole Intriguc 3 aud a repulle 


which would be nothing in a Lady to her Servant, 
becomes an unpardonable indignity in a Servant to 
his Miltreſs. The high-ſpirited Empreſs, fecing 
hcr (elf rejected by a perſon ſhe had obliged by fo 
many favours, conceived fo great a diſpleaſure, that 
ſhe could not conceal it. She threatned him with 
all the miſchiefs an inragcd Empreſs could bring 
upon him, and departing with a geſture importing 
fury and indignation,ſhe left him to take his choice, 
whether he would prevent her revenge, or feel the 
effects 
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cffe&s of it. On the other fide the Emperour per- 
cciving, his paſſion as tedious to the Dutcheſs, in- 
ſtead ot having gained any advantage, he left her, 
and that as ill fatished as the Empreſs with the 
Duke. They both of them walke ſome time up 
and down to difpcl the trouble their difappoint- 
ments had brought them 3 both of them perceived 
the Duke and Dutcheſs come forth of the Arbors 
where thcy had Ictt them, and cnter together into 
another, where ticy ſulpedted, they retired to give 
an account to one another what had paſt. This 
Arbor was one of thole that were double, one 
might flip by betwixt the Pillars without being 
ſeen of thoſe who were cither within, or withouts 
An unlucky concurrence of Curiofity excited theſe 
two kovers to hide themſclves behind the Curtain, 
and though O:tho knew nothing of the Emprefles 
Intrigues, and the Empreſs had but a flight ſuſpi- 
cion of Otho's, their paſſions carricd them ( as it 
were by conſent ) to two ſeveral places , from 
whence (without perceiving, one another, oz being 
perccived by any onecl{c) they might hear all that 
was ſpoken. The diſcourſe was very terrible tor 
all tour, The Dake and the Datchcfs underttand- 
ing the danger in which the percinacity of their 
Pcrlecutors (as they called them) had placed them, 
exprelt thor appreticntions in fuch terms as con- 
founded the two Eveldroppers with jcaloutic 3 but 
when trom {1mple Narratives they proceeded to 
amnprecations, what Satyr, what Invective was it, 
which the Duke beftowed not on the Empreſs ? 
He called her by the wortt names he could invent, 


the Dutcheſs making up the Conſort by the fame 
| Elopics 
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Elogies upon the Emperour : They ſpoke with 
full liberty, for being ignorant of the faſhion in 
which that Arbour was made, they believcd they 
were to fear no body they did not ſee 3 beſides the 
Emperour and Empreſs being gone in a huff, they 
did not expe that cither ot them ſhould return, 
In the mean time the two perſons of whom they 
diſcourſcd fo liberally, heard every word , and I 
leave it to theReader to judge how much they 
were (furprized to underſiand fuch tidings of their 
affairs The Empcrour had no kindneſs for the 
Empreſs, and the Empreſs had too much for the 
Duke of Modexz, to care much for him : But Ho- 
nour and Jcaloufic in their hearts pertormed the 
funQions of Love. Otho could not hear the ill de- 
ſigns of Mary without paſſion , 2nd relentment : 
and Mary was as impaticnt that the Dutcheſs ſhould 
triumph over all the hcarts ſhe had intereſt ins She 
thruſt her felt furiouſly out of the place ſhe was hid- 
den, and perhapsn the firſt motion of her trau(- 
port, might have run into ſome actions lels (uitas 
ble to her Sex than her deſpair 3 But the Emperour 


{ coming out upon the ſame deſign at the ſame time, 


they met, and were fo lurprized at the tight of one 
another, they had no power cither to move or to 
ſpeak. The Duke and the Dutcheſs came out alſo 
in the nick, and perceiving them in a place where 
they believed they bad heard all they had ſaid , the 
tour Lovers repiclented luch a Scene of filence, as 
13 more cafic to' imagine than expreſs, The Em- 
perour caſt about his furious eyes ſometimes upon 
the Emprets, ſometimes upon the Duke, ang fome- 
t1nes upon the Dutcheſs. The Emprets ( divided 

F. betwiXxs 
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betwixt choler and thame) changed her colour ac- 
cording to the variety of her thoughts : and thc 
two innocent Caules of all this diftraction ( appre- 
hending nothing for themſelves, but cach for thc 
other) by the motion of their cycs ſeemed to lay, 
they were ready to become Victims to their Defti- 
ny, rather than to fail in the leaſt juſt duty of their 
Loves. ' Perſons of their Character and Quality do 
{cldom cvaporate into unprofitable words 3 and in 
theſe kind of occurrences, filence is more {erviceable 
than Rhetorick. The Emperour withdrew with: 
out any other intimation of reſentment than by his 
looks; and the Empreſs following, in great fury 
and confaſton , all the Court did the fame. - Th: 
Feaſt was interrupted in this manner, and very tew 
knew the reaſon-: Every one gueſt as his own tancy 
fuggeſted, but ſcarce three of the whole Company 
could hit of the right. Whether thc rage was 
greater in the Emperour or Empeeſs , is not eaſily 
decided : Some are-of opinion that their Love 
commencing at the ſame time, expreſt at the ſame 
timc, and now diſcovercd by the fame accident to 


one another, their Revenge kept the ſame conſort : 


But whether it was Otho who had a deſire to rid 
hintfelf of a perſon who triumpht over him, in thc 
heart of his Empreſs, oF Mary (who had a mind to 
be revengcd for the contempt of her kindneſs, and 
{o prevent the reproaches of the Empcrour , by ta- 
king away the objc& ) fo it was, the Duke was 
found murdered the night after the Feaſt. The In- 
firuments of the Murder {et upon him like Thieves, 
and demanded his Purle 3 but they quickly made it 


evident it was his life , not his money, they ſought | 
tor ; þ 
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for 3 for having given him three mortal wounds, 
they left him expiring upon the ground, without 
taking his purſe which they demanded, or his Je- 
wels which he had iti plenty about him. Ir is not 
neceffary to inſert how the fair Widow reſented ſo 
foul an ation. I ſhould have expreſt the a/eRion 
ſhe had for her Hasband but weakly, if the Reader 
could not imagine the extream ſorrow ſhe concei- 
vcd for his death. She doubted not but it was.contri-

1 ſhail not mention 
the means the uſed to accomplith it, ſuch Tragical 
Cataſtrophes donot accommodate with Aynals of 
Love; and I ſhall refer the Reader to the Chrono- 
logical Hiſtory,to inform himſelf how the Dutchels, 
having revenged her ſ(e]t upon the Empreſs, by the 
rcentment of the Emperour, made uſe of the Em- 
preſſes Creatures to f(acritice the Emperour to her 
Ghoſt, But ſome will ſay , why this inſatiable fu- 
ry? why doth it not ſtop in the middle of its Ca- 


 reer ? The Empreſs death was bat juſt, and it was 


no more than the Dutcheſs was obliged to 3 ſhe ac- 
cuſed her of the Murder of her Husband, and it 
ſhe was not the only Inſlirument of his death, ſhe 
was the moving, Cauſe tor had the not loved the 
Duke, Otho had not been bound in honour to have 
made him away. The Emperour ought not to be 
comprehended in the Revenge, he might be inno- 
cent tor ought ſhe knew 3 and if he were guilty, he 
might have married her, and ranſomed his life. I 
mult confeſs this objection is not altogether imper-

The Dutcheſs of M»4enz was neceſſitated by her 
Stars, and her Revenge juſtified by ber Conjugal 
Love 3 and perhaps ſhe would have done as much 
for her Servant, had ſhe had one > for minds as 
tender and as conftant as hers, are capable of great 
Enterpriſes 3 but marching under the Standard of 
Duty, that which at another time had been furious 
and criminal, was at this, an Example of Vertuc. 
But let us leave her in the injoyment of a paſſion 
whoſe violence was a vertue, and proceed to an 
Accident of no ſuch Confiancy and Refſolution.

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Reign of a Prince who lived about a hundred years 
after the Emperoux I mentioned before. Caſtile 
being a Country too Hlouriſhing to continue long 
under the denomination of a County. Don Gar- 
ci4s Fernandez (of whom we ſpake in the beginning 
of our Annals) was the laſt of its Counts. It took 
the Title of a Kingdom under Saxchy le Grand,next 
Succefſor to Garcias Fernandez : and having paſt 
in that way, to the time of Saxeby II. it devolved 
by his death to his Brother Alphonſo King of Leon, 
who was from that time called King of Caſtile. At 
the beginning of his Reign this Prince was perplext 
with feveral Wars3 the Mores and the Sarracens 
infeſted him ſo, that he was forced to implore the 
aid of the King of Fragee againſt thoſe Enemies of 
Chriſtianity. Many Knights and Reformades re- 
paired to him from all parts. But the Frexch, as 
the more Martial, were moſt kindly received. 
Raymond the Son of William Duke of Burgundy, 
Raymond Earl of Toulouſe, and Henry Lorraine Son 
to William Earl ot Boulogye, Brother to Godfrey of 
Bowlogne, pertormed ſuch eminent Exploits, that 

Alphonſo belicvcd he could do nothing more for the 

advantage and ſecurity of his Crown, than to con- 

tinue thoſe three Captains in the Command vt his 

Armies. ' He had three Daughters ,- two of them 
'natural, and the other lcgitimare. The eldeſt cal} fo 

led Urraca , he marricd to Kaymonyd ot Brergrendy, ſſ his 
and gave him in Dowry the Principality of GalicisÞ bc 
Therefia ( the cldcett of the two naturals ) marricdFf it, 

Henry of Lorraine , and had tor her ſhare the Con-fÞ 4!; 
quetis in Portugal ; and the youngett, Elvira (mucif til; 
handſomer, and better beloved by her Father than ceſl 
oY: | cith 
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either of the other ) was married to Raymond of 
Tholouſe with {;cret ingagement from Alphonſa to 
aſſure to him the Kingdoms of Caftile and Leoz, at- 
tcr his death. And thus I have given you the Cam- 
mencement of this year, not ſq eminent for Love, 
as it promiſed in appearancc- . Thele fix perſons 
had almoſt no ſooner ſeen one another , but. they 
were married , and no ſooner marricd, but they 
differed , fo that this place wauld be more proper 
for an Hiſtorical Abridgment, than the Introdugti- 


on of an amorous Intrigue.

Elvira was ſo obſequious to her Father, and hc 


ſo tranſcendently kind to her, that Urraca (being 
his only legitimate Child , and by conſcquence had 
belt right to that preference) began much to reſent 
it. She had private advertiſement every day, thac 
Alpbonſo deſigned the Kingdoms. of Lesz and Ca- . 
file tor his Daughter Elvira : and judging it nc- 
celary, that cither the Prince her Husband , or her 
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{z\f ſhould be conſiantly about his Majeſty, to have 
_ thebetter eye upon his aQions , they conſulted to- 
gether to reſolve which of the two was moſt proper 
for the Jourticy, and it fell to Prince Raymond. Ne- 
ver did French man of his Age, and Spiric, and mar- 
ricd for intereſt (as he was) refuſe any opportunity 
of travelling. Urraca in the mean time continued 
i: Galicia, to govern that new Territory in the ab- 
tence of her Husband ; and the Prince (ct torth for 
the Court of Caſtile. The pretcnce of his Journey, 
being a concern for the Kings health, it is caſie to 
jmagine he was not unwelcome at his Arrival. 
There was no noiſe but of Entertainments, and 
Balls. Raymonds buſincſs there was not to cam- 
plain, he came thither todiſcry , and make advan- 
tage of his obſervation. The young Elvira was 
much pleaſed with Divertiſcments, and indeed at 
herage, whois it that hates them ? She was ex- 
treamly delighted with thoſe her Brother-in-law 
gave her, and ſhe wantcd ncither Civility to invite, 
nor kindncſs to preſs him to fiay at that Court as 
Jong as he could ; And to fpeak the truth , ſhe had 
no hard task to perſwade him to ſtay. This Coun- 
teſs was one of the greateſt Beauti.sin the World 3 
R zymond had always thought her much handſomer 
than his Wite : And though Elvir.z had ſcarce {cen 
the Prince before he ewas marticd, yct lhe alſo 
eftecmed him more compleat, than the perſon ſhe 
married. But Perſons ot their Rank , are the leaſt 
guided by their own inclinations, The advan- 
rages R aymond purpoſed by his Marriage with Ur+ 
r.cca, made him preter her to Elvira 3 and Alphon- 
tos Eleion happened upon! the Count de Tholowſe,

for his youngeſt. Marriages in this nature do ſel- 
dom ſuffer the Husbands, to conſider the vertue of 
their Wives. Hence it was the Prince of Galicia 
found his Siſter-in-law as charming under the Title 
Counteſs of Tholowſe, as he had judged her when ſhe 
was but Elvira of Caſtile.» Behold them therefoxe 
in perfe& intclligence, the Counteſs took fingular 
fatisfaQion in the Company of the Prince, and the 
Prince was as much pleaſed with the Commands ot 
the Counteſs. Her Husband the Count of Tho- 
lowſe, being of the ſame Nation with the Prince, and; 
not ill acquainted in matters of Love, was the firſt 
that obſerved the inclinations of the Prince of Ga» 
licia. He took the Counteſs afide one day, and 
after a long enumeration of the ſubtilties and talſe- 
nels of Mankind, he concluded his Harangue with

The young Elrirz had been 
brought up fo modeſily , ſhe could not hear the 
word Tacejt without trembling , ſhe would have 
liyorn there had been no ſuch thing committed jn 
the World, tince the days of Loz, and his Daugh- 
furs; and doubtlcls had the Prince of Galicia 
ſpake 
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ſpake half that which her Husþand had done, the 
would not at' that time have endured him. Bur 
mark the indiſcretion of ſome Husbands, they arc 
many times the Authors of all the miſchict which 
befals them : and fome Women are fo ignorant in 
thoſe kind of affairs, they would never have known 
what that Love had meant, had not the reproaches, 
and impertinent admonitions of their Husbands in- 
ſtructed them. The Counteſs hxing her eycs upon 
the Count, with an aſtoniſhment that demoultrated 
her innocence : Ha, my Lord, ſaid the, tcl! me I 
beſeech you, in what is it you obſerve the Prince of 
Galicia hath ſuch kindneſs for me ? I am not inſen- 
fible of his defire co oblige me, but I perlwade my 
ſelf *tis in confideration of Urraca, and I ſee (o lit- 
tle probability that a man ſhould be enamoured of 
his Wifes Siſter, that Raymond de Burgogne might 
tell meſo a hundred times, and I defire to be excu- 
ſed. Heneed not tell you once, unleſs you pleaſe 
your ſelf, Madam, replicd the Count , what I have 
done is but to adviſe you to prevent that declarati- 
on, have a care how you are with him alone, inter- 
rupt him in apy diſcourſe you think tending that 
way, and ſuffer him not to endanger ſo vertuous an 
innocence. He loves you, Madam, andit is I do 
aſſure it : do you not diſcern his diligence, how his 
eye is always upon you, how he cxowds and ticals 
himſelf cloſe to you in all Afſemblics , and how he 
ſighs when he is forced to torſake you? He was fo 
inconliderate the other day before me, that 1m de- 
ſcribing what Beauty it was he liked beſt, he had no 
more wit than to delineate you. The Counteſs had | 


taken no notice of that circumltance , ſhe was too 
| much 
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much a Novice in Love-affairs to apprehend any 
ſach thing , but her curiolity kindling at her Huss 
bands diſcourſe : Why, my Lord, faid ſhe, do you 
call that Love ? what hurt is there in that innocent 
way of diverting the Company ? For my part I 
have always lookt upon Love as a dangerous buft- 
neſs; but it all its effects are blameleſs, as that with 
which you are ſo highly alarm'd , it is not fo terri- 
ble as I did imagine. You do well, Madam, re- 
plied the Count in ſome paſſhon, to be no more 
affe&ed with my admonition, but let me defire you 
once more not to depend upon your own Judg- 
ment in matters of that importance the begin- 
nings of Love are always inconfiderable, but the 
conſequence of thoſe trifles, are commonly untor- 
tunate : and then cntring upon a long recitation 
of amorous Adventures, which no man but her 
Husband durſt have undertaken to have told her,

| how officious the Count of Tholowſe had been, to 


give the Counteſs a ſenſe of his affection, attended 


with impatience au opportunity to let her under- 


ſtand what ſhe was alrcady informed ot. He found 
Elvirz alone many timcs z by hcr deportment ſhe 
ſeemed not to be cruc}, nor did he want either Cou- 
rage or Wit but her little experience in thoſe af- 
fairs was the thing he principally dreadcd ; he 
feared his confidence was not great enough to prc- 


nounce the:name of Love, much leſs to commit In- 


ceſt 3 and therefore not daring to venture a ſecret 
of that nature to {o young and {queamith a perſon, 
he conſumed himſelf in unprotitable defires, when 
on a ſudden his Deſtiny befriended him with an 
opportunity to accomplith them : and indeed Cx- 
pid (cldom abandons his Votarics in their extrcmi- 
tics; when a man hath nothing to do but to 
ſpcak, the greateſt part of his Adventure 1s done to 
his hand. There was about this time an Aſiro!o- 
ger arrived at Burgos, or at leaſt a man pretending 


to be (ſo, and ſeveral Miracles were reported ot 


him. Theſc fort of people in former Ages, being 
more rare, were more vencrable than in ours : for- 
merly the opinion was , nothing ot tuturity could 
be predited but by Magick : But now a days eve- 
ry one pretcnds to it. Our Altrologer having ſet 
up his Bills , and made a large Pancgyrick in Cont- 
mendation of his Art, the noiſe he made in the 
Town, by the mcans of his Officers, carne to the ears 
of A!phonſo ; Alphonſo muſt needs fce him , and 
amonglt ocher admirable things which he prcfaged, 
an. would an{w:r for th.m vpon his head, he ſhew 

him 
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himin a Book the Names of all theMiſftrefſes he had 
formerly had, and the principal Occurrences in his 
Amours. He needed no more in the Judgment of 
the good King to intitle him a Magician : Where- 
upon he forbid his Daughter, and all the reſt of his 
Court to have any communication with this man, 
being atſured what he had ſhown him was more 
than natural, and looking upon his Book as a picce 
of Lucifers Library, he believed it compolcd by the 
Devil. The Prince of Galicia who did not fancy 
the Devils (fo ſociable, apprehended n9t that hor- 
- rour for the Aſtrologer, as the King would have 
perſwaded him to. Helent tor him to his Appart- 
ment , and having, threatned to cut his throat, if 
he told him not the truth 3 he promiſed him a 
couliderable reward, if he would be ingenuous and 
diſcover. The Conjuror bcing trighted with his 
threats on one fide, and incouraged with his re- 
wards on the other, contelt trccly to the Prince that 
he neither underſtood Signs , nor Planets, that he 
queltioned, whether any man alive was fo skiltul as 
to deduce any certain Preſages from them, and that 
3s to his Book, he owed all the reputatiou of that 
toa certain Water he made , which covered what 
he writ when he had amind to it, and being ex- 
poled to the rays of the Sun, went away again it 
{clf, and left the Character entire. By the help of 
this Secret, my Lord, faid the Attrologer, I write 
down in my Book whatever I know of any perſons 
[ntrigues. When I have done that , I waſh over 
what I have writ, with the aforeſaid Compolition, 
ind then laying it in the Sun, Imake it appear ac- 
cording as it is neceffary for my Fortune or Repu- 
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tation : But, ſaid the Prince, then you but ſeldom 
hit right, for it is impoſſible you ſhould know all 
the Intrigues in the World.

This diſcourſe jumpt 
exceedingly with the vanity of Elvirs , the had de-

tiſement. This is an offence in which a man ge- 
nerally conſiders himielt more than any body elte : 
Whether the Wite be beloved, or whether ſhe be 


not, her inconfſtancy is always abominable to her . 


Husband. Raymond repairs with all diligence to 
Galicia : Hewas of opinion he need but ſhew him- 
{clf to diflipate that fiorm 3 but he was miſtaken, 
and kept out at the Gates of Compoſtcl/z, the new 
Governour ſenging him word in « Military way, 
hc had found in the Alirolog.rs Book, that he 
ought to be Urraca's Gallant, as R1ymond had been 
Gallant to Elvira. . It is catic to imagine this Com- 
picment appcarcd fomething ſtrenge to the Prince 
of Galicia : He was coutcious ot he ving been the 
Example : but he had kept wit!tin the bounds of 
outward Civility. Tacrc was none but the Count 
knew any thing of his Amours, and he had done 
his urmoli to conceal it trom; him : but to fre the 
Gallant of his Wite retuſe bin: enti2ance publickly 
into his own houſe, was a thing be bad never ſeen 


practiſed 
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praiſed before. Raymond being highly incenſcd 
atthe outrage, forgot nothing that might revenge 
it. He diſpatcht a Meſſenger to Caſtile, to dc- 
mand of King Alphonſo poſſcſhon of the Principa- , 
lity he had promiſed him upon Marriage. He ſent 
into France for Supplies from his Father the Duke 
of Bowrgondy, and all the reft of the Allies. The 
Count of Tholowſe ſeeing him take that way, ftol- 
lowed his Example z he complaincd to the King of 
Caſtile of the injury he had received by his Dzugh- 
ter. He writ to Lewis le Gros, King of France, to 
deſire his Protection. In this manner all Caftz/e 
was in an Uproar 3 The Province of Gali:34, like 
to become the Seat ofa bloody War, and al!, !o: the 
1mpertinence of Love : Love is ſo ſeditious , it 
works it ſelf into all Plots, and all Partic:s. No 
man can tell its power, till he hath tryed it, and no 
man that hath tryed, is fit to deſcribe it. Henry de 
Lorraine the Husband of Thereſia of Caſtile, and 
Prince of the Conquelts in Portugal, being of a Fas 
mily to which life and Generofity were connatu- 
ral, with great ſorrow, underſtood the diſtraction 
of the Royal Houſe of Caſtile. Any body but he 
would have made his advantage of them : the dil- 
pleaſure of the Father againit two of his Daughters 
muſt needs be of great importance to the third : 
But the Princes of his Race, are not capable of ſo 
mean a thing as private intereſt. He departed from 
Lisbou immediately , went direQaly to his Father- 
in-law the King of Caſtile, and undertook to me- 
_ diate betwixt his two Brothers-in-law. But for 
as much as new-Acquilition3 are more tottering and 
uncertain than what are anciently eſtabliſht. Henry 

appre- 
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apprehending his abſence might give opportunity 
to new Commotions, he kept his Journey very 
cloſe, and leaving Fernandez Paw, a Portugal, to 
afſift his Wife in the Government of that King- 
dom, he departed ſo ſuddenly tor Ca{tzle, that The- 
reſia had ſcarce time to write two lines Ro her Fa- 
ther. But for the making the occurrences at Caſtile 
(at the Arrival of Prince Henry) per{picuous, it will 
not be amiſs it we inſert whar pafled in Portwgal 
| before he ſet out. This Fernandez Paw ( whom 
he had left chict Counſellor to the Princeſs in his 
abſence) had long ſince poſictt himiclt ot that Cha- 
raCter in her heart. Henry was a young Prince 
more enamoured ot the Quality , than the Perſou 
of Thereſia. This Paw admired her for both 3 aud 
it isa great ſatisfaction to a Woman to have her 
Dominion founded upon her own Excellence. 
Paw therefore had got an intimacy with the Prin- 
cel upon that {core 3 and having managed it very 
diſcreetly, Prince Henry had gotten no notice of it. 
Paw ſerved his Prince fo well in his Foreign Aﬀairs, 
he was not the leaft ſuſpeted at home. Thereſiz 
carricd her {elf with as much modeſty as could be 
expected z but by misfortune, the day before Heztry 
was to depart, there had been ſome Letters pait be- 
twixt Thereſia and Paw : the Princes was ſubject 
to ſome Chriſtian reflexions, which had put her 
Gallant into ſome confuſion. He had writ. to her 
upon that ſubje&, and Thereſia was 1p preſt by her 
Husband to cloſe up her Pacquet to Caſtile, that the 
{caled_up Paws Letter inſtead of one to her Father. 
This miſtake was not diſcovered till three or four 
hours after the Prince was departed. They had 
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been imployed all that time in inſtructions pro and 
cox. But when the Princeſs was alone, and had a 
mind to read Paws Letter, which ſhe believed ſhe 
had left ſealed upon the Table, ſhe was much lur- 
prized to find the Letter ſhe had writ to her Father 
Alphonſo, 1 its place. Thar ſhe ſigh't, and wept, 
and tore her hair, is no great dithculty to imagine. 
Nothing could ſerve, but ſhe muſt dye, Fernandez 
could not comfort her, and to ſpeak truth, he him- 
(ſelf wanted no little conſolation : But there was 
no remedy but patience. The Example of her 
other Siſters gave his ſome relaxation , ſhe could 
not do worſe, than they had done before her. In 
the mean time Hexry arrived at Burgos, with Paws 
Letter, inſtead of his Fathers. The good Alphonſo 
was much revived at the fight of his dear Son-in- 
law 3 and looking now upon Thereſia as the ſole 
Inheritrix of that Love, ot which Elvira and Urra- 
ca had rendred themſelves unworthy, he obſerved 
the tears drop down his venerable Cheeks at the 
 Cghtof the Letter the Prince preſented him from 
her. He opened the Pacquet with great joy, and 
ſuppoſing there was nothing in the heart of his 
Daughter, to which her Husband might not be 
privy, he began to rcad it aloud 3 but recollecing 
immediately that it was not Therefia's hand, he 
ſtopt at the tirſtline , and then looking upon the 
Superſcription to ſee how it was directed, he found 
it, For the King of Caſtile : and that the Superſcri- 
ption was written by Thereſia her ſelf ; he con- 
cluded then that ſhe might have ſome reaſons 
(which he did not know ) to make uſe of a Secre- 
tary, and then ſtepping to the Window, he read 
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theſe Lines, which (to accommodate ous ſelves to 
all ſorts of Readers) we have taken the pains to 
tranſlate out of Spaxiſh. 


Ab, my dear Princeſt, how inſupportable are you 
grown with your remorſes ! bave I not told you a 
thouſand times, that there # nothing owing to Hus- 
bands, but the conſervation of their Honners £ That 
the great diſcretion lyes in chuſing a friend, who by the 
prudenee of his Conduit, would keep them from ſcandal: 
and th:ſe Formalities being obſerved, there is no more 
due from you to Prince Henry. Courage, Madam, 
overcome this unſeaſonable compuntiionz and that it 
may be nipt in the bud, permit that I may wait upon 
you thu night with new Arguments againſt it. 


Never was any man fo ſurprized as Alphonſo at 
the reading of this Letter. It was to be Lis com» 
mon cuſtom to ſee his Daughters diſloyal. Elvirs 
had taken that liberty in private, Urraca did it 
publickly, and the old King of Caſtile was ſo good 
a Father as to impute all to the imprudence ot his 
Sons-in-law. He could not believe it was their 
temperament, or natural inclination which diſpo- 
{ed them to ſo unnatural actions. The one was 
debaucht by the Jealoutic of her Husband z the 
other by her detire of Revenge : but for Thereſa, he 
had nothing to ſay in her defence. Henry was ac- 
compliſhe in himſelf , he had fetled the French 
cxconomy in his Family , and Therefia lived at Lis- 
box, as ſhe would have done at Paris: He was 
liberal, frank, and faithful ; ſo that Alphonſo was 
ſo much tranſported at the injury done to this 

Prince, 
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Prince, that he could not matter his firſt reſent- 
ments. However ic had bcen but prudence in him 
to conceal the exorbitance of his Daughter 3 but 
the good man was fo tranſported with choler, that 
he threw the Letter upon the ground , caſt up his 
* eyes to heaven as a perſon under fome eminent 
aſliction; nd anſwering his own thoughts as it 
had becn his Daugiter, he crycd out, You thall dye, 
unhappy Child, you thall dye: it your Husband 
ſhould *be {o mcrcitul to forgive you, 1 would 


tcar you in pieccs with mine own trcmbling hands, 


rath:r than your inhdelity ſhould go unpuniſht. 
Thc Prince of Portugal had like to have {wounded 
at this tranſport, he could not conceive the Contents 
of the Letter, nor the cauſe of Alphanſy's diloxder 3 
and asking him ( jn his ſurpriſe ) what 1utidelity it 
was he charged upon Thereſia, the King took up 
the Lettcr again, and delivering it jnto his hand, 
here, {ays hc, (ee what reaſon I have to be diſturbed, 
and contcis 1 have brought Monlticrs, not Daugh- 
ters, into the World. Hexpy took Paws Letter trom 
the King, be knew the hand, and reading it halt 
out , was 1o altoniſht at the Contents, he could 
fcarce tell whether he was waking, oratleep. His 
conver{ition in the World had not been fo ſmall, 
but he knew a Womans vertue was not to be war- 
ranted without good counter-{ccurity, He under- 
ſtood the Sex by experience, and was not ignorant 
that the beſt friends are uſually they which diſpa- 
rage the Husband. But to conſider that,hc ſhouid be 
thc Porter of that unfortunate Letter, was a Pill he 
could not ſwallow, nor digeſt. His misfortune 


was t00 common to be incredible, but the Circum- 
ſtance 
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ſtance with which it was accompanied, was beyond 
all belief : and it was not fo much Paws Letter 
that affected him, as that it was his Deſtiny to de- 
liver it. This conſideration ftownded him for 
{ome time, and the tranſportation of his Father-in- 
law, added fucl to his hire 3 but at latt the ſtorm was 
blown over. In that Age (as it is 1n this) the Title 
of Cuckold was ſo common, it was ſcarce any trou- 
ble to be ſo. The diſgrace lyes only where it is 
known : when a Womans inconftancy is publick, 
nothing is greater dithonour to her Husband ; 
wherc it is managed with lecrecy, nothing is ſo tri- 
vial. Henry lookt upon it as no point of diſcreti- 
on, to publith the infirmities of his Wite, and there- 
fore gave himſelf ſome few days to digeſt his re- 
ſcntment. But the Examples of his Brothers-in- 
Jaw having learnt him ſome Wit, he came one mor- 
ning to the Kings Chamber, and ſaid to him, You 
{ce, Sir, by the Letter I have brought you, that your 
Daughters have no reafon to upbraid one another. 
They were born under the fame Conſtellation, and 
it any thing diſcriminates me from the Prince of 
Galicia, and the Count of Tholouſe, 1t is this, that 
their unhappinets is known, and mine is a ſecret. 
I have no inclination to publiſh it, and if you pleaſe 
you may conceal the Letter you ſhewed me : Send 
word to your Daughter that you kept it from me, 
and I will never convince her of her errour. In 
£1ving me Therefia , your Majeſty gave me alſo a 
Province, which I hope in time to improve into a 
Kingdom. I have Children already which may 
lucceed me hereafter. There is no necefſity the 
Portugals ſhould ſulpeR whether they be mine, or

Paws. Conceal the diſhonour of your Daughter 
with as much care as I, and by thc Example of your 
Family we will de-nonſtrate, that it is the diſcretion 
of the Husbinds which makes the difference be- 
twixt the Women which are prudent in appear- 
ance, and thoſe which are really irregular. The 
King of Cz/tile took this Propohcion very kindly. 
He began to repcnt himlelt of what he had done, 
infomuch that magnitying the Gencroſity he had 
expreſt, he (econdced his Counſels with ſeveral Ex- 
amplcs, and molt irrefragable Arguments : and the 
troublcs in Caſtile being, appealed by the death of 
the Count of Tholowſe, and the interpolition of the 
King of France, Henry returned into Portzgal,withs 
out any mark or token of that he knew. The 
truth is, he found out a pretence to ſend Paw out of 
the World, and I have been told he had another to 
make his Wite more ob{equious for the tuturc. But 
(as he prefaged very judicioully) his Polterity have 
reigned {cveral years in Portugal, whercas the 
younger Sons of the Royal Family of Caſtile , have 
always diſputed the Crown with the Children of 
Urraca.

But ſhall we never have done with theſe Daugh- 
ters? does no other condition of life but the mar- 
ricd, afford matter for our Annals ? Yes certainly, 

| Hiſtory 
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Hiſtory is ſo fertile in amourous accidents, ſhe ſup- 
plies us with varicty. About the ſame time while 
things were in this agitation in Spain, Love 
(which had laid about him fo in the Royal Family 
of Caſtile) was not idle in the Court of the Empe- 
rour of the Welt, This Empire was then under 
the Dominion of Frederick, Barberoſſa , a valiant 
and ambitious Prince. He had fignalized the be- 
ginning of his Reign by 1cmarkable Victories, ſo 
that there was nothing diſcourſed of in all Emrope 
ſo much as his Power and Greatnets. He kept his 
ordinary Reſidence in Rome, as well becauſe the 
Climate agreed with his body, as upon certain e- 
cret D.ſigns he had upon the Lands of the Church :; 
and becauſe his remotencſs from the heart of his 
Empire, cauſed him to apprehend ſome Mutiny in 
the Towns of Germazy , he obliged Prince Henry 
(his Son) to continue 1n that Province the greatelt 
part of the year. This young Prince was extreme- 
ly hopeful 3 the people of the Empire loved him 
entirely : So that his Father conceiving ſome Jea- 
loutie thereupon, took the pretence of his Corona- 
tion to recal him to Rome» They paſt the Winter 
very lovingly together 3 and the Emperour having 
2 mind to pry into the Conduct of Alexander the 
Third ( who was then Pope, and in poſlefſion of 
the Patrimony ot S. Peter) he ordered his Son to 
vitit him frequently. The Prince, in obedience to 
his Father, waited upon him as often as he was vi- 
ſible. He attended him inall his devotions, and - 
among other places to a Monaſtery of Nuns where 
his Holineſs had a Niece he loved moſt entirely : 
She was deſcended from the Blood Royal of $3 !y, 
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and her Uncle the Diſpoſer of all Eccleſiaſtical pre- 
ferments 3 but as yet ſhe was not of, years to be an 
Abbeſs, and therefore at Rome was known by no 0- 
ther name but Madam Conſtance. She wasas hand- 
ſom as was poſſible to wiſh, and beſides ſeveral 
other good qualities ſhe had a good voice, and 
ſung incomparably well : at one of the Solemaities 
of that Covent the Prince heard her one day 3 and 
being a great Lover of Muſick, he had a great am- 
bition to ſee her; the dignity of her relation to the 
Pope authorizing his defire, he askt leave to fee Con- 
ſtance when the Ceremony was ended. He was 
much tranſported at the ſight of her, and had never 
ſeen ſo many graces in one Aſſembly before. Til! 
that day, he was free, his ſoul was his own 3 and he 
ſeemed born for Mary's (not Venus) Wars. But he 
was not the fixſt man hath become a Captive to the 
ſimplicity of a Nun. There is a ſort of people not 
to be captivated but in this ſhape, and there have 
been Letters ſeen in our days which have taught us, 
that of all people in the World, none make Love 
with that confidence and freedom as the Nuns. 
The Monaſtical Gallantry hath its Laws and Ru- 
bricks apart. There are no elegant Entertain- 
ments, no Aſſiduities, nor publick Attendances, all 
things within the Cloilter are ſo carricd privately 
and with diſcretion 3 nevertheleſs their Religious 
Civility is ſogreat , they will not diſcourage any 
mans ation, and there is but few which attempt 
them, but they arrive af their deligns. The Impe- 
11al Prince was a as 6 Perſon, and a hne Gen» 
tleman 3 'Conſtance had taken a Monaftick life upon 
her, more in obedience than choice, and in vows of 

this 
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this Nature, there is ſomething always reſerved to 
direct the intention : Thus have we brought them 
into Cupids High-way. The Prince ſeconded his 
firſt Vitit with another, and loſt no opportunity of 
multiplying them : the more he ſaw, the more he 
admired her 3 and Conſtance was no lcls taken with 
him : The Prince {poke, Conftance attended. Con- 
ſtance ſuſpected, the Prince protelted 3 and in ſhort, 
all Formalitics being obſcrved on both ſides, the 
Prince per{waded her he loved her, and was per- 
({waded himſelf that ſhe loved him no leſs. The 
Policy of the Grate confining the Princes Vilics to 
certain and regular hours which his paſſion could 
not brook , he wanted ſome way of ſeeing Con- 
ſtance when he pleaſed, and that was not ealie to 
hnd. Conſtance was very conformable, and the Ors 
der not permitting any Abbels of Quality ( who 
would perhaps have known better things ) there 
was a molt fevere old Governels who would truſt 
no body but her felt with thc keeping of her flock : 
The keys of the doors ſhe brought up her {elf every - 
night, and laid them in her Chamber. But what 
35 it which Love cannot do? Love is the Father of 
Invention, and when a Lover has no more to do 
but to lull the numerous Eycs of Argus into a ſleep, 
he thinks it a trifle, and pcrtormable with caſe. 
Prince Hexyy judging ot the inclinations of the reſt, 
by what he had experimented in Conftance, reſolved 
to in{inuate with ftuch of her Afociats, as he belic- 
ved might be uſeful to his detigns. He ſele&ed 
iuch of the young Cavalicrs of his Train as were 
beſt affected to his intereſt, and moſt like to ingra- 
tiate with the Nuns 3 and gave them in charge to 
( 2 make 
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make Courtſhip to her that kept the Gate, her that 
was appointed to be preſent at all diſcourles, and 
another whole Office it was to rouze the Siſters in 
the morning. The Enterpriſe ſucceeded as was 
deſired, and the Gentlemen gained upon them fo, 
that by their mediation the Prince bad all the liber- 
ty he could wiſh. She which was to attend their 
Dilcourſcs, reported nothing to the Governets but 
Dialogues of Vertue and Piety. The Siſter which 
was to awake them, did it as ſhe was dirc&cd, and 
ſhe that kept the Gates was ſo favourable,as to give 
them the impreiſion in Wax of all the Keys in the 
Houſe : By thele imprefſions the Prince cauſed 
new Keys to be made, and whillt the rigid old Ma- 
tron preſuming upon her own providence, was 
ſleeping quietly in her bed, the Prince and his three 
Confidents palt away whole nights with the four 
Nuns in the Garden : And there was this very re- 
markable in their Socicty, that the Nuns were all of 
them true to their Camarade, leſt they in revenge 
ſhould be otherwiſe to them. 


MAXIME VII. 


Some men there are ſo vain, they cannot be 
Secure (they think) of their felicaty; 

Unleſi the World does know't : but let them know, 
There's no man counted wiſe, that thinks them ſo. 
He who fares well, and cannot hold by peace, 
Myſt n»t be angry at too many Gueſts. 


The deſire of things forbidden 1s an irregularity 
_ of Nature, which knows no bounds but excels, the 
reipect 
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refpe& and deference we bear to it, renders it in- 
{atiable 3 and it is commonly {\cen, the fir{t ſtep one 
makes towards things which are unlawful, is not 
long before it is followed by the latt. Our Nuns 
were grown to that paſs, they were not ſatisfied to 
manage their Loves within the Walls of the Cloi- 
ſer, to receive and entertain their Gallants in the 
Garden, and to wait upon them out again a good 
way beyond the Gate 3 but their temptation in- 
creaſed by the pleaſure they found in it. The Co- 
ronation of the Emperour was to be celebrated 
with ſo many fine Spectacles, that the noiſe of the 
preparation was got into their Covent. They 
were taken with a Curioſity of ſeeing one or other 
of them. The heat which is commonly extraor- 
dinary in Rome, had obliged the Emperour to make 
choice of the night for the greateſt part of the So- 
| lemnity; and the cuſtom of going vailed having bin 
long uſed in Traly, Conſtance and her Compamions 
could {ce no great difhculty in (atisfying their de- 
firess They communicated with the Prince, and 
he oppoſcd not their deſigns. The more a Wo- 
man tranſgreſſcs the Laws of Civility, the fewer 
{cruples and impedimentsa man hath to encounter. 
For the accomplithment of this Enterpriſe, he pitcht 
upon a night in which the Emperour gave an En- 
tertainment in a Garden upon the Banks of the 
River Tiber : and Frederick, having contrived a 
new way of Divertiſement, refolved to appear in 
Maſquerade, and no perſons were to be admitted, 
but Cuch as were in Diſguiſe. Prince Hexry cauled 
Maſquerade Cloaths to be made for Conſtauce and 
ber C:marades 3 he farniſht them with a Foreign 
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Equipage, and (committing them to the Condut. 
of him who was Gallant to her which kept the 
Gates)took order for their entrance , and places in 
the Garden. They arrived without any accident 3 
the pcrſon appointed to conduct them, attended 
in 2n unknown Coach at the Back-gate of their 
Covent, with Habits proper for their Diſguiſe. The 
Ladies dreſt themlclves by the way, and left their 
own Cloaths in the Coach; they entred- into the 
Garden, and placed themſclves. The Prince falu- 
ted them as Strangers, but whether that Comple- 
ment made them more remarkable, or the tranſcen- 
 dant Beauty. of Conſtance pierced thorough her 
Diſguiſe, ſhe was ſcarce entred into the Garden, but 
tic Emperour perceived her, and had the curiotity 
to inquire who ſhe was. Either they could not, or 
they would not inform him ſo that deſiring to 
diſcover her by her voice, heaccoſted her, and fell 
into a diſcourſe. The Prince told her which was 
the Empcrour, as ſoon as ſhe came in : So that not- 
withſtanding his Diſguile , Conſtance underſtood 
how ſhe was to depart her {clt. At firli their dil- 
courle was about indifferent things, the Emperour 
commended the fancy and neatnefs of her Habit, 
and Coxflance magniticd the magnificence of his : 
But their convertation inercaſing inſenfibly, Con- 
ftance ( who underſtood the Emperours atlairs bet- 
ter than he did hers) gave him fo many pungent and 
ngenious anſwers, that augmented his defire of 
knowing who the was. He conjured her there- 
fo e to ſatishe him in that point, but her reply was 
{o ambiguous, he might believe the was of any 
g0:d Family in Rome, and not know of which :

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And at laſt obſerving the Emperour to perliſt in his 
obftinacy, and fearing leſt he ſhould cauſe her to be 
dogg'd home to her Covent, or tind out ſome other 
way to fatisfic his curiolity, ſhe promiſed the next 
day to give him a meeting in a Garden ( which ſhe 
knew not but by the name ) where the Ladies of 
Pleaſure did uſually walk. She thought that Cir- 
cumſtance would make the Emperour believe that” 
ſhe which ſpake to him was a Lady of that Rank, 
and ſo thinking her unworthy of his Company, 
leave her to her ſ{c]f, but it fell out quite contrary. 
Frederick, indeed judgcd of heras ſhe had preſaged, 
but that opinion made his defires more violent : for 
nnding them accompanied with hopes, from their 
conception, he gave himſelf wholly up to them 
without either fear or diſcretionz he conſidered 
Conſtance atreſh, her ſhape, her air, the ſound of her 
voice, the quickneſs of her Eye, and the pleafant- 
neſs of her Wit : All of them were as charming in 
appearance, as they were in effeF : and flattering 
his imagination with a thouſand fantaſtical Chime 
ras, he took his leave of her, the molt enamoured 
Perſon in the World.

A!l the time they were paſling in the 
Coach betwixt the Garden and the Nunnery , they 
imployed in changing their Habits, as they had 
done as they came.

years of age could conter, was married to Eleoner | 
of Caſizle, Aunt to the King which reigned in that 
Kingdom at that time, who for the number of her 
years, and her own inclination, was as well skilled 
in matters of Love, as her young Husband was ig- } 
norant. This Princeſs had an Amour with a Caſti- | 
lian Lord, whom ſhe loved moſt paſſionately. She 
had paſt her Faith to him, and attendcd it with fo 


many oaths and imprecations, ſhe might julily _ ; 
the 
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the Juſtice of Heaven would follow her, it ſhe tranſ- 
grefſed, For this reaſon ſhe did what ſhe could 


not tomarry the King of Arragon. She caſt her 
ſelf a thouſand times at the King of Caftiles feet, 
though he was but hcr Nephew : She wept, ſhe 
(ob'd, ſhe threatned to ſiarve her (elf, but her tears, 
and her prayers were to as little purpoſe as her 
threats» The Marriage was concluded by the 
Counſels both of Caftile and Arragon, to be advan- 
tagious to both Nations. Eleonor uled her utmoſ 
to prevent it : But Princeſſcs of her Quality are as 
ſo many Sacrifices to the Policy of their Countries, 
and never to be diſpoſed of by their own inclina- 
tions. The new Queen {ecing her {elf forced upon 
a Match which gave her {o many ſcruples, fhe con- 
{idered of a way by which ſhe might like a conſtant 
Miſtreſs, continue faithful to her Gallants. She 
ſ\uborned an ancient Phyſician to infinuate into her 
young Husband, that he coald not marry Eleonor, 
that there were invincible obſtacles in the way 
which oppoled its Conſummation. The young 
Monarch, who was ſcarce got out of his Infancy, 
had never ſeen Woman (as it were) but his Queen 
Mother, his Governcſles, and Nurſes, and had been 
always told that Eleonor was a ſprightly Princeſs 
believed what was told him very honeſily : and re- 
membring that he had heard it wiſht ſeveral times 
that he would provide Succeflors for the Crown, he 
underſiood it a great thame and misfortune for 
him, to be unable to ſatishc the deſires of his Sub- 
jc&s. This contideration rendred him ſo melan- 
choly, he could not indure the fight of any body, 
He ſhut himſelt up whole days cogether 1n his Clo- 
{ct; 
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ſet : if he went walking, it muſt be alone 3 and 
having read in the Hiſtories of that Kingdom, what 
ſorrow ſome of his Predeceſfors had conceived for 
want of Iflue, and what ill Conſequences had fol- 
lowed the default of Heirs in ſeveral Kingdoms, | 
the good Prince ( who had an apprehenſion above | 
his Age) began to look upon himlelf already, as the 
object of his Subjects hatred and contempt. Thoſe 
who had-the care of his Perſon, perceiving his hu- 
mour and Complexion changed, intreated him ma- 
ny times to tell the reaſon of his Melancholy ; but 
he anſwered with nothing but ſighs, and the Queen 
confirming him daily in the Errour he was plun- 
ged, he propoſed.it himſelf, that Eleozor ſhould take 
her own liberty. The Queen had in her Train a 
young Lady called Therefia de Bidaura, witty, and 
handſom, and to whom the Perſon of the King was 
not ſo indifferent as to the Queen : She was origi- 
nally of Caſtile, and brought along with the Prin- 
ceſs Eleonor out of Arragon- This Lady ( tinding 
the young Monarch exactly according to her mind ) 
had ſtudied all his ations, and took all the care ſhe | 
could poſlibly to pleaſe him. She invented ſundry 
Dances, and other Paſtimes with her Companions, 
on purpole to divert him, It he did her the ho- 
nour to ſpeak to her at any time, ſhe would be ſure 
to make him ſmile with the-wittinels of her anſwer; 
and kindnels producing uſually the like, Bidaura 
became by degrees as dear to the King of Arragon, | 
as the King ot Arragon had appeared amiable to | 
Bidaura. The hrit apparition of his Love was in 
little confidences only, as in diſcovering to her his | 
thoughts and Characters of the great Lords 4 his 
| ourt. 
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Court. From theſe trifles he patt higher, and at 
length told her the ſecret of his Marriage, and that 
he was Eleonor Husband only by name. Bidaurs 
was exceedingly ſurpriſed at a diſcoutſe fo little 


$ undcerlitood, She lookt carnelily upon the King, as 


it by ſo doing, ſhe could diſcover the truth of what 


& he laid in his cyes, and not perceiving any thing in 


his perſon, but what ſcemed to accuſe him of equi- 
vocating, ſhe ventured to tell him, That he had bin 
abuſed,-and that what they had perſ{waded him, 
was nothing but a Chimera. Alas, replicd the 
young King very ſadly, this Chimwra is too real tor 
my repole, one of the molt famous Phylicians of our 
Kingdom hath ſworn it, and Eleonor her felt con- 
hirms me that it is true : What advantage would 
it be co her to put ſuch a fallacy upon me? ſhe 
would rather convince me, if it were otherwiſe. 
Bidaura raminating upon what the King had told 
her, detircd to know the Phylicians name, who had 
perſlwaded him of that impotency, and underſtand- 
ing it wasa Caſtilian ( who ſhe knew was cntirely 
at the Queens diſpoſal ) ſhe ſtood ftill tor ſome 
time, as rccollccting her memory, when ttarting 
out on a ſudden, and clapping her hands together,

15 known. Aﬀter which words the fell intoa dif- 
courſe of the intimacy betwixt Elesnor and the Ca- 
fiilian Lord : That all Caſtile believed they had 
been privately marricd, and recolle&ting that the 
Phylician (which upon the Queens perſwalion had 
put that Errour into the head of the King ) had all 
nis life long been a Creature of Eleonors Gallant, 
ſhe 
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ſhe repreſented to his Majeſty how probably it was 
that this might be a deſign to preſerve the Queen 
of Arragon to her ſecret Husband. The King was 
much ſatished at the likelihood of what Bidawrs 
had faid, and he would have given halt his King- 
dom to have been cured 1o well. He went imme 
dately to Eleonor, and charging her poſitively with 
what B:daura but ſuſpected, ſuppoſing be had made 
ſome further ditcovery, ſhe contett i: without much 
ado. Bur it was with ſuch ſtrong proteſtations, 
that ſhe couid ute him no otherwite without vio- 
lence to all Law both humane and divine; and 
with ſuch inttant ſupplication that he would pro- 
tek her againlt the indignation ot her Nephew , 
That the young Prince was ſo far trom reproaching 
her for abuſing his Credulity and ſmall Experience. 
that he commended her hdelity to her tirit Love, 
and promuſed her protection. In the mean time 
Bidawnra began to add Ambition to her Love, at 
firſt ſhe aſpircd only to be his Miſtreſs; but finding 
the Queenſhip of Arragon vacant, ſhe fancied it 
might fall to her ſhare to ſupply it» She dreſt, 
and made her ſclt as lovely as poffible, ſhe redou- 
bled her diligence, and Complacences, and having 
brought the King to a Condition of making rryal 
of his recovery» ſhe knew fo well how to keep her 
{elf within the bounds of Civility, ſhe piit him upon 
the firſt motions of Matrimony. The Marriage of 
Eleonor and the King was not quite nulled. The 
truth is, it had never been conſummated, and the 
Counſel of Arragox nad ſent to Caſtile and to Rome 
to preſs an abſolute diſſolution, but Afﬀairs berwixt 


Kings and Queens are not fo cafily diſpatcht. The 
paſſion 
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Paſſion of Eleonor for her Paramour might decline 
by degrees 3 if ambition or folid reaſon ſhould take 
the place of her Love, it would have been more 
cafic to break her pretended Marriage with her 
Caſtilian Lord, than her publick Contra@ with the 
King of Arragon. We may fay then that Eleonor 
was the Wife of Fames, till further Order from his 
Holineſs. But the King prett by Bidaura's Charms, 
could not with patience believe thoſe Formalities 
were to be prefer*d before the delires of his heart. 
He married Bidawrg privately, and this Marriage 
bcing as blameable as it was uncqual, he made it in 
his Conditions that ſhe ſhovld not diſcover it. This 
Propotition was not at all pleating to Therefia, and 
ſhe did what ſhe could poſlibly to divert him; but 
hnding the King obſtinate, and incxorable, ſhe 
thought it good to be a Quzen upon what terms , 
locver it might be : And thele were ſome of the 
Articles agreed on betwixt themlclves, which per- 
haps may be of ſome ule to the Reader, it he be in 
the fanic predicament.

Theſe Articles were obſerved very religioutly by 
the King. His private Marriage was every way as 
plealant, as his private Amours, and pleaſanter in 
this, that there was no occaſion for remorſe : and 
though his Marriage with Eleozor was ſolemnly 
diſſolved, and ſhe lett to be his Wife to whom ſhe 
had been formerly ingaged 3 yet Thereſia de Be- 
daura could never obtain liberty of the King to ap- 
pe3r publickly upon the Throne 3 ſhe had this 1fa- 
tistaction, that it was not poſlſett by another, and 
ſhe brought Children into the World , who ſtood 
fair'one day to govern the Kingdom of Arragon, 
but for all this ſhe could never work upon theKings 
reſolution. He had been ſo much diffatishcd with 
his publick Marriage before, that he could not be 
won to renounce the pleaſure of his private Bz- 
daura, ſhe had got the Miniſters to her tide, and all 
the Religious in the Kingdom were her Sollicitors, 
but the King anſwered them all with this Article,

But the moſt pleaſant ( in my 
Judgment ) that ever was tranſmitted by Hiſtory, 
was that which happened betwixt the Roman La- 


dies and the Traticelles. Theſe honeſt Gentlemen | 


were near twenty young Fellows, living about four 

hundred years ſince. In their time there was 2 

great year of Gallantry in Rome, and Courtſhip : 

The Lovers running like Rats up and down the 

ftrcets all night long, ſometimes with their Scre- 

nads, ſometimes petrolling under the Windows of 

the moſt 1]luſtrious Houſes, in hopes of a happy 

glance from the Perſons they adored. But thelc 

amorous Exploits being too frequent to be private, 

the ſuſpicious Husbands took the Alarm, and aug- 

mented the number of their Spies to ſuch a Propo- 

ſition, that that Trade was in a ſhort time quite 

interrupted. The young Devots we mentioned 

before, were heavily afflicted at that ſad Informa- 

tion; they had had no ſhare in the nocturnal Gal- 

lantries which had paſt, and they thought it un- 

reaſonable that they thould be puniſh tor the indi(- 

cretion of other people. Seeing then this Clutter 
and publick Oſtentation of Love, had been the 
cauſe of fo much diſorder, they reſolved to carry on 

theirs privately, and 41, Sourdine, without giving 
any more occaſion of Jcaloufic than needs mul. 
They pretended to live very recluſe, they atie&cd 
an outward mortitication, and forming themlelves 
into a new Religious Order under the Name of Fra- 

ticelles, they became in a ſhort time {ſo venerable 
for their viſible piety, that they were never men- 
Js tioned 
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tioned but as a new ſort of Anchorets. Some of 
the moſt unquier, and worſt coupled Husbands, had 
a great curioſity to ſee theſe Devots 3 thoſe perſons 
who are under the anxiety of that Domeſtick care, 
| find great comfort in pious Diſcourſes, and the 
Converſation of theſe Fraticelles being then very 
grateful, there was ſcarce a married man in Rome 
but expected from their charitable admonitions, 
the Converſation of his Wife, were ſhe never ſo ex- 
travagant. The Husbands were mad to be at 
home, to tell their Wives of this new Inſtitution : 
and the good Women looking upon the pretence of 
a Viſit, asa good opportunity to gad, exprelt great 
ſ:tis'a&tion at the News, and had a ſtrange deſire 
of ſeeing theſe good Brethren immediately. By 
this means the Fraticellcs were viſited, by degrees, 
very often 3 and the good men at home, as well 
contented as might be. For the Fraticelles ( for _ 
the better cftabliſhment of their Dominion) preacht 
nothing but Conjugal Love, Fidelity, and Obedi- 
ence in the Wives towards their Husbands 3 and 
variety of ſuch other Precepts as were very uſeful 
for the tranquillity of a Family, and of great com- 
fort to the Gentleman at home. But becauſe what 
was good to be (aid to the one, might not perhaps 
be proper or agreeable to the other, they deſired 
the good Women would come by themlelves, to 
the end, faid they, That we may labour the more effe-

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piety of the Order to this gumber, he choſe as ma- 
ny ſhe-Penitents for them, and ( one halt by Lot, 
and another by Election) beſtowed them all a- 
mong(t his Brethren, ſo that cach of them had one. 
Having ſetled their Chapter in this manner, they 
devided the reft of their Congregation into two 
inferiour Orders, one of which being abſolutely 
ignorant of what paſt amongſt them, believed the 
Fraticelles as really devout as they pretended to be, 
and applying themſelves wholly to the care of the þ 
Family, they made Sweet-meats and Rettauratives | 
for the Favourits of Conrade. The laſt Order of 
of this terreſtrial Hierarchy was a certain number 
of old men, who being paſt the emulation of otter 
peoples tclicity , and finding great Relief in theF 
Magnihcence of the Fryars, they went up and 
down magunitying their San@ity, inveigling Peni-Þ 
tents, and endeavouring to corrupt ſome Notary or Þ 
other, to foili them into the wills of rich men, that Þ 
their Eſtates might c{cheat upon their Covent : And 
theſe Diſciples were called the Secular Brethren. 
The Patron of this Society was one Herman, Þ 
whom they honoured with the addition of Hapfy, Þ 
and he was the firſt man amongſt them thatF 
thought upon this Inſtitution, The ſhe-Penitents Þ 
or Female Fraticelles were inrolled in this Cloilter; 
and this Hermanus having been polluted with as 
many Herctics in his Faith, as Enormities in his 
Mauners , the Fraticelles made uſe ot his Name, 
and Opinions to lupport their falſe Explications of 
S-riptare, and the ill DoGtrines they difieminated 
among the credulous people. An Order to wel 
contrived, ought. not to be without its Rules and 
| STE Conkit- 
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Conſtitutions. The more ignorant Fryars had the 
Rules of a certain Fryar very famous in the Church 
propoſed to them, which they obſerved with all 
rigour 3 but the Virtuoſi, and more Priviledged 
Fryars, had their particular Canons by themſelves, 
ot which theſe tollowing are ſome fragments which 
with great labour and charge we have colleged 
out of the belt Librarics of this Age.

The care of their Houſes taking up all the good 
Womens time in the Mornings, and their Conte- 
rences in the Afternoon being too liable to obſcrva- 
tion, it was concluded they thould make choice of 
the night for their Aſſemblies, and the pretence of 
thele Vigils, being Devotions, the moſt jcalous Hus- 
bands in the City lollicited their Wives many times 
to repair to them often. From this point of pre- 
caution, Fryar Conrard paſt to the Mutter of his 
new Penitents : He found them too numerous for | 
his Fraticelles, and this redundancy was a trouble 
to them, they could not be at leilture to. perform all 
the Othces ot Dircctors as they required : To remes 
dy this, it was concluded their Fratcrnity ſhould be 
augmented, but their Revenue bcing judged too 
ſmall, 1t was reſolved, they ſhould apply themſelves 
to {ome of the moſt eminent and wealthy Ladies in 
Rome, and to draw them to a Contribution for the 

lupport of their augmentation. |

Hortenſia , Siſter to Pope Boniface the Eighth, 
who was Pope at that time, was the firſt Perſon 
they addreſt themſelves to.

with Conrard of the whole Chapter 3 and the moſ 
capable of ſucceeding him, had his place happened 
to have been vacant. Fryar Robert had a great 
mind to be nibling at Valantina's innocent : He 
fold her it was impoflible the Fraternity of Herman 
ſhould be ſo holy in her Judgment, as it pretended 
to be, ſceing ſhe had not as yet inſpired Horeenſia 
with a defire to be of it. That he could not but ad- 
mire(having ſo great influence upon the firſtPrinceſs 
in Rowe,and making profeſſion of ſo great kindneſs 
to the Fraticelles as ſhe did ) ſhe had not as yet 
brought her to their Aſſemblies, and thus mingling 
his flatteries and reproaches together (as he ſaw it 
convenient ) he put Valentina into ſo good an hu- 
mour, that ſhe was almoſt impatient till ſhe got to 
Hortenfia, and performed that f{crvice to the Frati- 
celles, which Fryar Robert had defired.

True, 
Madam, replicd Valantina in an anger, before I 
knew theſe people, T was of your opinion : Our 
ordinary Confefſors have fo troubled my brains 
with their {cruples, I thought I ſhould be damned 
for the leaſt ly2 I told, or tor hearing but a Flajulet 
with delight 3 but the Frazicelles know which way 
to cure a Soul of theſe Niceties- They afhrm, that 
ſin iS not but in the Law : No, hold Madam, re- 
plied P alantina correing her ſelf, I cry you mercy,

He was a 
man as well bred as was pcrhaps in the World 3 
he had an inlinuating way, he had got the Bel air of 
Bigotery, and pretended preciicnets, as exactly as 
any Courtier hath the gentile way of the Court, 
Hortenſia was much fatishcd with his afpe&, and 
atter ſome dilcourle having defired him to let her 
know the particular PraCtices of that Order : He 
told her, Madam, we know all men have their 
taults, and though we inquire firictly into them, 
yet it is with the Spirit of Secrecy and Compaſſion, 
and our dclire is to rctorm them with private and 
familiar Examples : it Jealoutie be a Husbands in- 
hrmity, we let him know how ineffectual it is, by 
the multitude of {ufpicious Husbands, whoſe appre- 
henſions have {crved tor no other end but to make 
them more milcrable.It th: Womans tault be Wan- 
tonneſs , we inſtance in leveral ſuch Women, who 
by their Levity have precipitated themſelves into 
misfortune and ignominy, and having found by 
long Experience it is much cafier to deſtroy Na-* 
turc by Nature, than to elevate ones thoughts by 
ſupernatural Reaſons, we combate Vice with Vice, 
and by the Portraiture of the World, we reform it. 
But good Fryar Conrard, Teplicd Hortenfia, is there 

| not 
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not ſome kind of Scandal in that way of proceed- 
ing? forby citing the Examples of other Perſons, 
you declare the infirmities of your Neighbour, to 
them perhaps which never heard of them before. 
Madam, replied Conrard, it is good ſometimes to 
commit a ſmall evil tor a greater good. When a 
man is ignorant of his faults in his own Perſon, 
they are to be reprelented to him in his Neigh- 
bours, where they are not diſguiſed by felt-love or 
partiality 3 and it by the reprehenſion of another 
man, he comes once to refle& upon himſelf, he 
mult of neceſſity grant it ſcandalous in himſelf to 
practiſe the fame things which are coudemnable in 
anothcr. And can he not be brought to this, re- 
plied the Princels, by inculcating the Precepts of the 
Goſpcl, and general Examples, without running 
into a Retail of particular mens ations? for let 
me tell you, let the publication of your Neighbours 
faults be grounded upon what foundation you will, 
it 15 in my Judgment very dangerous. Some Sto- 
ries there are which the inmprudence oft ſome people 
have publiſhed, that arc indiftcrent almoti in them- 
{elves, and of no importance whether they be 
known or not 3 but tor tuch things as are ſccrets, 
or known but to very few, bclieve me, Fryar Con- 
rard, 1t 15 little leſs than Homicide to diſcover 
them. We manage all things well enough for 
that, Madam, replied Conrard, our very tone alter- 
ing the ſenſe of what we ſay many times. That

Picty} The Priviledge of Devotion gives us great 
| Authe- 
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Authority, otherwiſe, Madam, how could a pub- 
lick Dirc&or manage ſo many different Souls, and 
reconcile ſw many oppolite ſentiments ? it mult 
needs be, that he be permitted to dilate ſometimes + 
upon Vertue, and ſometimes upon Vice, as he ſees 
cither of them neceflary for his deſigns. When a 
Penitent relyecs too contidently upon his own inte- 
grity, and manners, we are to atlrighten him out 
of that opinion of himſclt, betore we can render 
him traQable and docil:. Though he be vertuous 
in the hight perteGion, yet he mult be perſwaded 
he is in a way of wickednels, becaule ( as our great 
Herman hath very well obſerved ) he that walks 
without the afliltance of a Director, is always in 
danger of [iraggling 3 and therctore to inure the 
Pcnitent to a blind ſubmiſſion to his Director, he is 
to commit all his own experience and knowledge 
to the managcnicnt of the devout perſon which 
directs him. Thc ſubmiſſion to the Orders of a 
Direor is a holy kind of ſlavery, which leaves no-

all her Acquaintance on work quite through the 
Town. All theſe ofticious infinuations and exprel- 
ſions of reſpc& conhirmed the Princeſs in the opi- 
nion ſhe ſhad conceived, that the Fraticelles min- 
gl:d much Policy with their counterfeit Charity : 
ſhe obſerved alſo a continual thread of detraction 
interwoven with all thcir diſcourſe ; but ſhe dil- 
covered none of the abominations wherewith 4 
thony accuſed them. Fryar Conrard ( who knew 
that upon Hortenfia's eſtcem, the entire Eſtabliſh 
ment or Ruine ot the Fraticelles depended) he com 
municatec 
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municated but by halfs with her about the Eerours 
with which he infeqcd the reſt. But at length 
the Princeſs having given them ſo many Vilits, they 
began to be perſwaded ſhe was abſolutely theirs, 
and the neceſfitics of the Covent at that time preſ- 
ſing Coxrard on to put his ſhoulder to the work, he 
began to praiſe Hortenſia's Beauty with more paſli- 
on than ordinary : he found out amorous terms to 
expreſs his moſt ſerious Myſteries, and one day as 
the Princeſs was going in Pilgrimage to a Chappel 
ſome few miles out of Town, and was willing to: 
permit Fryar Coxrard to accompany her (Religious 
pcrſons being much reverenced in Traly ) the Ser- 
vantsand the reſt of her Train thought it no leſs 
than their duty to the Superiour of the Fraticelles, 
to leave him alone with their Lady- This oppor- 
tunity tempted him : he took her Umbrella out of 
the hands of one of her Lacquays, and delired the

The Princeſs conlented, 
and the Fryar Conrard thinking bimfelt much ho- 
noured thereby 3 Certainly, Madam, faid he ( by 
way of acknowledgment ) it is not without good 
rcalon that Beauty is termed a Ray of the Divinity z 
tor we ſee no perſons admirably handſom, bur 
thcy are withal nioſt exquiſitely good : So that it 
ſcems theſe two things are inſeparable, .and the 
Creator hath fo well t1gnihed his Complacency in 
beautiful Creatures, that he allows them to ſhare in 
two Attributes which are the molt proper to him- 
(lt. Hortenſia ſmiled at Conrards Complement, 
and imagining preſently this would be a conver i- 
ent JunEture to inform her {clt of what Anthony

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Charged him, ſhe replicd, Till now I was of opi- 
Njon that the beauty of the body was not a quality 
much regarded by God 3 the aſpe& of the Stars, or 
the diſpoſition of Nature, make people handſom or 
jll-favoured 3 but this ill-favouredne(G, and this 
Beauty contribute (© little to the glory of God, that 
by common obſervation we may ſee the handſom- 
eſt Women the moſt ſubje& to be ingrateful to- 
wards their Creator. What is that, Madam, you 
call Ingratitude towards the Creator, replicd Con- 
rard. I call it Ingratitude, replied the Princcls, to 
imploy the Talents he hath given us for the mani- 
feſtation of his Power, to the Worſhip of his Ene- 
mies, as moſt part of your Beauties Þ every day. 
Alas, Madam, replied the Fryar, how is your High- 
nefs miſtaken in your ingratitude, ſo far is it from 
offending God, to make ule of the Talents he gives 
us, that many times our not uſing them at all, may 
be more properly called Ingratitude towards the 
Creator.

Yes my good Brother, 
replied the Princeſs, I will condeſcend, and at the 
ſame time fitting down at the foot of a Tree which 
afforded them a competent ſhade, Come, ſaid the, 
Ict us reſt our {elves here a while, I am weary, and 
we may ſpare an hour for this Diſcourſe, without 
danger of wanting time for the tiniſhing our Voy- 
age. Fryar Conrard fate himſelf down at Horten- 

fia's feet, ſo tranſported, he could ſcarce contain his 
joy within the limits of his heart : The Servants 

which attended the Princeſs, placing themſelves at 

ſuch diſtance behind, that they could not hear tFe 

Harangue 3 the good old Fryar began it in this 

manner.

ſay, in all his works, and judging his deſign was to 
make man happy, ſecing he created him after his 
own Image, we do cudeavour to cſtabliſh this feli- 
city by all things which render it pertect. In truth, 
all men being not capable of thefe kind of Argu- 
ments, and {ome having been fo inhumane, as to 
make Laws, and eſtablith Maxims contrary to the 
felicity of this life > we frame our ſelves (as to our 
outward deportment ) to the greater number, but 
It is ſo, as that we have our own private happineſs 
in our Eye; for we look upon publick Eftcem as 
one of the Conditions neceſlary to make it com- 
pleat. The Princeſs thought ſhe had no need of 
hearing Conrard any longer, to per{ſwade her (elf of 
the Crimes Fryar Anthony had charged upon the 
Fraticelles : The diſcourſe he had made abounded 
with ſo many Errours, and the Hypocriſie ( which 
the Fryar had confelſt at the latter end of his Speech) 
was ſo formal, there needed nothing more to aſſure 
it. She ſtarted up on a ſudden, as if ſhe feared ſhe 
had forgot her felt, and not had time enough lett 
for the reſt of her Journey 3 and diſſembling the 
horrour ſhe had conceived againſt the Precepts of 
© Herman, (he left Conrard in great hopes ſhe would 
become one of his moſt zealous Diſciples. But he 
was much deceived in his opinion : For the Prin- 
cels was no ſooner returned to Rome, but ſhe went 
to his Holineſs immediately, and afſured him that 
the Fraticelles were impious Hereticks, who undcr 
the Diſguiſe of an cxtcrior Protcfſion, concealed a 
moſt ungodly and ditſolute life, and therctore ſhe 
humbly defired he would appoint ſome perſons to 


queſtion them about their DoQrine, and to apply 
: {ome 
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ſome remedy to the diſorders which would neceſ- 
{arily follow upon the Church, unleſs ſome ſudden 
ſtop were put to their Carcer. Hortenſia's charge 
was conſiderable, and ſhe had great intluence upon 
the Pope, but he was fo prepolſett in favour to the 
Fraticelles, that the Reputation of the Princeſs had 
like to have been ſplit upon that Rock. Two of 
the Popes Officers, and of the Principal of his 
Houſhold ( of which one was Brother-in-law to 
Anthony) had married two Women , but of Ages 
quite contrary to their own, The Sifter of Antho- 
#y was young, handſorn, and airy, and her Husband 
was about ſixty years old, grave, Philoſophical, and 
melancholy : he had a Sittcr almoſt of his own hu- 
mour and age, who was marricd to a Roman C2va- 
licr, who having taken her for her money, made no 
great reckoning of hcr Pcrſon : Tae young Lady 
complained highly of the reſervednefs of hurt Hus- 
band, and the old complained as much of the Icvity 
of hers. The Fraticelles had found a way to rccon- 
cile theſe differences, and to reſtore peace to their 
Familics, which before was ſcaice to be hoped tor 
during thcir lives. This great point of prudence 
having gained them a particular c{tzem tron both 
thcle perſons, thcy had perſwaded thi Pope clearly 
in thcir favour. He rcbuked Horterfiz with ſome 
kind of eagerneſs, for bcing, ſo caſte in reccivivg 
imprcfſions to their prejudice, and commandivg 
hcr ncvcr to ſ{pcak to him of them: h: rc:ffer but 
wich reſpec, ic put ker into fo hight 4 paſhon, to 
{ce hcr Authority attronted, that the reſo; vcd never 
to be quiet til: ſhe had quite rooted out the whole 
brood of the #ratice/ies : ſhe rcdoublid her diti- 
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gence at their Prayers, and Aﬀemblies. Though 
Fryar Coxrard had not had the confidence to im- 
part all the Arcaxs of their Society, eſpecially in 
their noqurnal Conferences , yet the thought ſhe 
had enough already to give her ſufficicnt ſuſpicion 
of the reſt : ſhe gave an exact account of what ſhe 
faw and obſerved to Fryar Anthony, and receiving 
Advertiſements from Valantina betides, which con. 
firmed her in her doubts, the attended only one 
proof more to declare her ſelt publicxly an Enemy 
to the Fraticelles, with which Fryzr Conrard (uppli- 
ed herin a ſhort time. It was then that time of 
the year in which according to the Cuftom in R ome 
they wiſh many years tothe Perſons of Quality in 
that Town, and accompany their good withes with 
ſome ſmall Preſent or other. Fryar Conrard as the 
moſt regular, and moſt ative amongft them, was 
one of the firſt at acquitting himſelf of this duty : 
He ſent to make his Complement to the Princeſs, 
and preſented her by the ſame Meſſenger with a 
Picture of Herman, the Frame made with great 
Workmanſhip, and inriched with precious Stones. 
This new Saint of Epicxrus his Paradiſe was (in the 
Habit of the Fraticelles ) drawn upon his knees be- 
fore a Crucihx, his Forchcad crowned with Thorns, 
a Deaths-head in his hand, and theſe words in 
Capital Letters at the bottom :; 


LET THEM THAT APPROVE, 
IMITATE. 


Anthony was with Hortenſia at the ſame time when 


this Preſent was brought her, and looking upon 
him 
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him very angrily, ſee Anthony, ſaid ſhe, how theſe 
Hypocrites abuſe the Piures of Penitence 3. to 
what perſons they preſent them, and what Exam- 
ples they propole to our imitation, Marry ſuch, 
Madam, replicd Fryar Anthony, as they would glad- 
ly you ſhould follow 3 but you muſt not leave them 
any longer in that liberty of propoſing them to you, 
you mutt prel3 the deſtruction of a ſort of people fo 
pernicious to the common Intereſt of the Church, 
and every moment that it is deferred , are ſo many 
favourable opportunities which we give them todo 
miſchief. 1 dare not tell your Highneſs what abo- 
minations I diſcover every day in theſe Vermine : 
I will not imitate their indiſcretion in telling you 
ſuch of their Crimes as perhaps you have not heard 
of : But believe me, Madam, there is no more mo- 
deration to be uſcd in this affair, and you muſt an- 
{wer to God for the Souls of all they corrupt from 
the hour it was in your power to have deſtroyed 
them, till they be actually deſtroyed. But, good 
Anthony, replied the Princeſs, can I do any more. 
than I have done already ? I have inveigled them 
to tell me their Errours, I have carried them to the 
Pope, and Ihave juliihcd the Charge by my owu 
Teltimony..  . You mult do more than all this, Ma- 
dam, replicd Authony, you mult pretend great con- 
fdence in them, and ad ſo as to give them as great 
a one in you 3 if I might per{wade you, you ſhould 
write to Conrard upon this occaſion, and give him 
thanks for the Preſent he ſent you, this might poſſi- 
bly oblige him to anſwer you with ſome kind of 
Gallantry, and conduct him inſenfibly into that 
Pit, into which we muſi endeavour with all our 
power

power to tumble him. This Propoſition made 
Hortenfiz tremble, it favoured of a kind of Treache- 
Ty ( which ſhe abhorred at her Soul ) beſides ſhe 
could not reſolve upon any motive whatever, that 
any of her Letters ſhould come into the Clutches of 
Conrard. But Anthony repreſented to well to her 
the necellity of ttopping the courſe of ſo dangerous 
a Sect, and (though his Charity would not permit 
him to let her know all that he knew of their A(- 
(zmblies ) yet he gave her fo horrible an Idea there- 
of, that ſhe called tor Pen and Ink immediately, 
and writ to Fryar Conrard in thele words. 


Whence comes it,my dear BrotherConrard, you pro- 
poſe Mortifications, and Examples of Penitence to my 
mmitation ? Is this the way to that happineſs which 
your Hermanus does promiſe” us £ ought not T to com- 
plain of your difingenuity, when T ſce the viſible marks 
of your Eſteem, ſo little conformable to what T already 
know of your Dofrine: 


Who can expreſs the Rape the reccipt of this Letter 
committed upon Fryar Conrards Soul ? He fell into 
ſuch Extravagances, as the moſt worldly men 
would have been aſhamed of z and not willing to 
loſe fo fair an opportunity to declare himſelf, he res 
turned the Princeſs this Anſwers 


You judge but ill, Madam, of the ſentiments of my 
Soul, if you believe they can be diſſembled to your 
Higbneſs. Penetrate the appearances which abuſe 
you, and you will find my beart delineated in the Pir 
dure you bave received. ” 
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He that brought this Ticket to the Princeſs, had 
inſtrucion to tell her, that ſhe ſhould take a wet 
Sponge, and wipe over the face of Hermanus with 
it : and Anthony being defirous to underſtand the 
meaning of Conrards Anſwer, the Princels and he 
followed his directions with the Sponge, but were 
much ſurpriſed to obſerve as they rubbed the old, a 
new Picture to appear. FHermanus was done only 
in Water-colours, but under it was the tigure of 
Cupid lying upon the green, his head crowned with 
Roles, and inſtead of the Deaths-head, he held a 
Basket of all kind of Flowers, and about the border 
were Written in great Letters theſe words : 


Not from the Garden ſo much, as from my Heart. 


The word Hortenfia in Italian ſignifies the Goddeſs 
of Gardens, and lo this Basket of Flowers alluding 
to the Princeſſes Name, exprett a molt juſt and in- 
telligible declaration of his Love. Without jeſt- 
ing, Madam, cryed the pious Anthony when he had 
ſeen all ; This is a ſubtle Contrivance for a Monk ; 
one may eaſily ſee he hath paſt his Apprentithip : 
But alas, continued he ( with ſomething a more ſe- 
rious Tone) he ſpoke truer than he intended, when 
he ſaid that this Piure was the Portraiture of his 
Heart. When we look upon the actions of Hypo- 
crites, they are in Water-colours , and appear no- 
thing but Croſſes and Moxtifications 3 but paſs the 
Sponge of ſevere ſcruting upon them, and you dil- 
cover under them the moſt deteſiable vices in the 
World. After which words he took the Picture 
and Ticket into his hands, and begged of the Prin-

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bling, hislegs aud his voice failed him, : and not be- 
ing able to ſay a ward in his owe, defence, nor 
make the leaſt attempt. to leaped him- 
{c1t tq be hal'd like a Log into tuefiext Chamber, 
where they kept firick guard upon him till the hour 
came he was lookt for. It would be in vain to re> 
port the melancholy reflections of the good Fryar 3 
I ſuppole there is {carce any Reader but imagines it, 
without my deſcription : he ſaw himſclt delivered 
up by a Princeſs.-to whom he had diſcovered fuch 
umpictics as were worthy the cruelleſt puniſhment. 
The perſons he judged would appear in Evidence 
againk him, were the two Husbands, whom, he had 
wounded in the moſt tender and ſentible part of a 
Husband 3 and this revcrie of Fortune happened at 
a time he expeded to have heen moſt happy. Whillt 
he was in this uncomtortable contemplation, and 


tranſported with a rage that 'reljſhed more of the 


beatt than the man.3 the Princels Hortenſiz (accom- 
panicd by the Learned Axthony, and the two Per- 
ſons who before had declared themlelves the Pro- 
teors of the Fraticclles) went to his Holinels to 
jultihe thoſe Crimes he was ſo unwilling to believe; 
Conrards iniquities were as good as proved, as ſoon 
as they were diſcovered 3 the knew them upon 
his own Declaration, and the Witneſfles which 
charged him, were of unqueliionable Repute. He 
was {cnt for therefore immediately to come and 
give an account of his Dotrine and Manners. He 
had like to have fallen down dead with tear at the 
delivery of that Complement 3 and knowing that 
in thoſe attairs, he is a great gainer, who gains any 
time, he begged of the Popes Meſſengers in the 
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moſt ſubmiſſive terms he could uſe, that they would 
permit him to ſend to his Covent for his own Ha- 
bit 3 but beſides that the Dreſs of a Matron was a 
great aggravation of his offence, they thought it {0 
pleaſant to ſee how he managed it, they could not 
be perſwaded from giving his Holineſs a view of 
him. In this Equipage therefore they conducted 
him to the Popes Palace. It was a pretty piece of 
Groteſque to ce this famous Fraticel ( who never 


thew himſelf in publick but in Sackcloth, and his 


head covered with Aſhes ) traverling the Grand 
Piazza in Rome in this Metamorphoſis. Thoſe 
which carried him along, took delight in maniteli- 
ing his ſhame, by not {uttering hifn co hid his face » 
and the people which paſt by, ſeeing the Beard of a 
Monk peep out of an old Womans Coife, Is this 
the new Apoſile > crycd one, who boalted that he 
practiſcd Chriſtianity in perfe&tion : Do you lee 
that Hypocrite , ſays another, who plays the An- 
choret all day, and goes the Rounds at night in 
Maſcarade, to play the amorous Gallant ? I always 
thought, ſaid one, ( who pretended to be a man of 
underſtanding) there was nothing but oſtentation 
and outlide in the piety of theſe Fryars. Forbear 
your Judgment, replied another, more eaſie of bc- 
lict, perhaps it is upon ſome charitable inſtigation 
he hath taken up this Habit : and thele kind of 
Conjectures and Ejaculations accompanied the 
poor Fryar to the Tribunal, where he was no ſoon- 
cr arrived, and examined, but he was convict and 
condemned of moſt horrid impietics, he was delt- 
vered over to Execution four days atter he was ap- 
prehended , the S«& of the Fraticelles declared He- 

IctiCus, 
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reticks, all their Followers excommunicated, and 
Herman, the happy Herman, as they ttyled him, was 
by his Holinefſes Decree dig'd up out of his Grave, 
and his bones publickly burnt. This A& of Ju- 
ſice pleaſed Hortenfia and Anthony very well : but 
it was not ſo gratctul to all the reſt of the World. 
Thoſe who were of the FaQiion of the Fraticelles, 
gave relief to a great number of thoſe kind of Li- 
bertines, who would have fallen from excels into 
neceflity, if vice and vicious people ſhould have 
been utterly extermined. Some of this ſort of de- 
baucht perlons preſerved a good Party of the Frati- 
celles, and conveyed them to Lyons, where they 
remained during the diſorders in the Church : and 
from this infected Fountain it is perhaps ſuch Tor- 
rents of Bigotterics and Phanaticiſms do flow all 
the World over. The Libertines joyned them- 
ſelves to their fellow-Libertines. The Penitents 
who had been really abuſed , were glad to be 
brought out of their Errours, and were converted in 
earneſt, in which number the innocent Valantina 
was one. But ſuch as pretended to believe, thar 
they might have a pretence to feed, were much 
troubled at the deſtruction of the Fratzcelles, and 
ſome of this ſort of Fellow-ſufferers it muſt be who 
took care to provide Fryar Conrard with an Epi- 
taph, which with much ado we have recovered,and 
could not poſſibly be compoſed but by ſome of 


them.

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Ebauchery is an infernal ſeed, ſo marvel- 
louſly fruitful. One difſolute Example 
produces a thouſand : and whereas Ver- 

tue makes its Conqueſts upon Vice by degrees, and 
that with much Jabour and patience 3 Vice over- 
runs Vertue like a Torrent, The Sc of the Frati- 
celles appeared at firit like the eftect of an Inchant- 
ment. Its progreſs imitated the ſuddennels of its 
beginning, and dilated fo fati, the continued care of 
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five of Bonifaces Succefſors were ſcarce ſufficient to 
extinguiſh it. In imitation of the Frazicelles, 
every man ſet up one Se& or other after his own 
Mode : But amengſt all of them, no one carried it 
ſo far, as Dulcinw'King of the Lombards, an inge- 
nious Prince, and fertile in all witty Experiments. 
This Prince lived twelve or fifteen years after the 
Condemnation of the Fraticelles 3 the Ecclefiaſti- 
cal State was at that time infeſted with Wars, and 
thoſe Wars hindred his Holineffes inſpection into 
Foreign diſorders : The Seat of the Wars having 
lain ſo long upon Lombardy, it was ſo exceedingly 
depopulated, that it took up all Dwlczxus his care, to 
repeople it. He publiſht his Decrees, forbidding 
all perſons upon pain of death to live Bachelors patt 
the age of fourteen. He contributed out of his own 
Eſtate towards Marriages that were unequal :. He 
granted great Priviledges to Foreigners to inveigle 
chem thither 3 but Margaret his Wite (called in Hi- 
ſtory the Voluptuous ) perceiving this new way of 
repcopling his Country, did withal diminiſh her 
Husbands Revenue,ſhe bethought her ſcif ofa way, 
as cffctual, and not fo pernicious to the Soveraign.

7 Do not well know. where I am to begin, the 
I Deſcription: of the Knight and the Lady (which 
is the uſual beginning: of all ſuch Narrations ) is 
improper tor me 3 in eſpe your Highneſs hath 
me here. in your preſence, and my Husband being 
but jn the next Hall with Dulcinus, you may ſce 
him too, if you pleaſe. Nor ſhall I commence 
with any jmpertinent Genealogy, it not being ma- 
terial to your Highneſs who were my Anceltors, 
fo you have but a true Relation of my Aﬀair, I 
am a Wite,apd have a Complaint againſt my Hus- 
band : Hearit I belcech you with patience,. and 
judge of my Reaſons. I was. born in Montpellier 
(a Town very tamous for the handſom Women it 
produces ) and my Name is Mariana Nogarcts A 
Gentleman who lived not far off in the Country, 
having occaſions at Montpellier, happened to ice 
me by chance, and liked me fo well, he pretended 
he loved me. This confidence, not being a thing

confeſs txeely I thought my (elf very much obliged 
tohim : But the beginnings of our Amour, was of 
no long duration : for my Servant was called to

Thele confidexations rendring 
us unquict and moroſe, Sara Colonne, one of Nogu- 
rets particular Friends, began to perceive it. This 
fan was famous over all Exyope for his irreverences 
towards Pope Boniface 3 Nogaret had made a Jour 
ney into 7:aly with him, and beſides the familiarity 
which Travelling produces amony, Travellers, Cor 
lomna was a lovely Perfon, and very judicious 3 he 
prcit my Husband to let him know the occalion of 
his Mclancholy, and affuring him he thould hold 
his friendſhip fulpcRed for the future, unleſs he

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youchſafed him that mark of his affection, he ra- 
viſht it from him, that ic was his diſguſt of me: 
How, ſays Colonna, diſguſted with Madam Nogaret? 
Tell me I befeech you, do you know any Woman 
living more hand{om and more worthy of your 
Love than ſhe ? *Tis not of her Beauty I complain, 
replied my Husband, I muſt confeſs that is great, 
and any man but a Husband might be happy in ic. 
But tell me, I pray you, of what uſe is that Bcauty ? 
of what ule? replied Colonna, for whole or for what 
uſe ſhould your Wife be, but for yours ? do you 
make no diffcrence then betwixt a handſom Wo- 
man and an ill-fayour'd ? and it you reſtrain the 
pleaſures of Matrimony only to the eye, is it not 
more pleaſant for a Husband when he comes home 
to tind a young, a lively, and neat Woman ready to 
embrace him, than to be received by a looſc-bodied, 
mouldy, old Woman ? Ha, my dear Friend, replied 
Nogaret,in a {cornful way,a Wite is always handſom 
enough, conſidering how little her Husband re- 
gards her. - A Man of Honour livcs with an ugly 
Woman as with a hand{om, and hath the advan- 
tage of loving a handiomer, it he can and hcr 
whereas when a man hath ſuch a Wit: 25s mine, he 
ſ{cems to have loſt his wits when he addrcfics to anos 
ther. The Ladics ſend him back agarn to his Wife, 
a5 one he muſt nceds know to be hand{omer, and 
lo he nay call upon Saints, and {wear 2s many 
oaths as he pleaſcs that hc loves her , aud not per- 
{wade her at the lafti. Ha, ſaid he, were I but the 
Husband of ſuch a Woman (and named one of the 
ugliclt about the Court) with what plcafure could 
I cc1] Madam Nogaret ſhe was the handiomeit Pers 
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ſon in the World ? She would believe me, becauſe 
ſhe would know it was true 3 ſhe would think her 
fe]f obliged by my commendations, and perhaps 
recompence them by ſome favour or other :; but 
ſhould I now make this Complement to any other 
Lady of the Court, ſhe would believe I did but 
railly 3 for ſhe knows at her heart Madam Nogaret 
is handſomer. This Dialogue happened in a Hall 
where we ulually dined : and there being a Grot 
on one ſide of it, into which after Dinner I had ac- 
cidentally retired to repoſe my elf, it was my for- 
tune to hear diſtintly every word they aid.

And 
you can hear this, and be merry, replied Colonya, 
addrefſing hinideclt to me. Why ſhould I not be 
merry ? replied I without any diſorder, is it not a 
thing plealant enough to make my body laugh ? 
Yes without doubt, replicd the Roman, your Hus- 
bands diſcourſe would make any one laugh, that 
was indifferent : but I could not have thought, Ma- 
dam, you had been under that Character. It is the 
þeſt courſe I can take, replicd I, for to ſpeak truth 
I am ſo much of Nogarets mind in all that he hath 
faid , , that I cannot in Juſtice condemn him, 
Come, come away, {aid my Husband to Colonna, 
taking him by the Elbow, let us take a little Air, 
you have kept fuch a ftir with the names of Hus- 
band and Wite, that the very pronouncing them ſo 
often, hath given me the headach.

_ Colonna lookt upon this Phrenhe with compaſſion | 
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I heard him conjure him in Jtalian ( which 
Ladiſhip perceives I underſtand in ſome mealie ) 
not to concern himſelf with a Perſon, which fot 
pught he knew might be nothing leſs than what 
ſhe pretended 3 that Paris was tull of ſuch kind of 
Cattel which pretended highly co Innocence and 
pn though they knew more Roguery per- 
ps than they that interrogated them z beſides he 
would make himſelf ridiculous to the whole Court, 
if it ſhould be diſcovered he had only ſpoke to the 
unknown Lady, the little time he had ſpoke to her 
indeed: but Nogarets, Ears were deaf to all ſuch 
admoniſhmentss He would have ſworn by my Fa- 
thion and Mcen I wes as wile, as indeed I was 5 and 
being very importunate. for liberty to wait u 
me home (that he might know where I lived) I had 
need of all the Authority I began to have over him, 
to oblige him to cxcule me. I told himT had a 
jealous Husband at home, who would never ſuffer

He went forth immediately (without ſpeak- 
ing a word ) in queſt of his dear Colonna to give 
him an account of what had paſt. I had many of 
thcle Regales from him while the Carnaval laſted 3 
but that growing near to an end,&Nogaret prefling 
daily for fome caſe of his Martyrdom, as he called 
it, I reſolved to put an end to this Comedy, and 
eive hima light of me Iappointed him a mecting 
at a Country-houſe about a League out of the City, 
where I told him I had got leave of my Husband 
to retire for ſome days.

I know not 
whether Noguret , overlaid with theſe reproach,

Whilſt Margaret was bewailing the ſucceſs of the 
Legat, and ſome Husbands (apprehending the Con- 
ſequences of that War ) haſted very prudently to 
gain the benefit of that Priviledge.

He di- 
covercd his inclinations to Nzgnez de Prade Grand 
Matter of the Order ot Catlatrava, and the chiet of 
his Favourites. Such kind of Conhdences as theſe, 
are not very honourable in themſelves, but the fa- 
vour ennobles them. It is always good to be im- 

loyed in the Sccrets of ones Matter, let the part he 
b co ad be what it will. Nugnez thought himſelf 
much honoured that the King ot Caſtile had made 
choice of him to {crve-him in his Amours, and to 
acquit himſclt honourably of his Truſt, he gave 
himſelf up cntircly to the huding out a Miſtreſs for 
Don Pedro. This is an imployment which requires 
no great trouble, Ladies are generally very well in- 
clined , when they are dcfired for a Prince; but 
Nmgnez could not accommodate with all that was 
offered him. He was as dutiful a Subje&, as he 
was a dextrous Sollicitor z and not being willing 
to give the King any more than a bare divecrtion, it 
coſt him ſome trouble to find out aPerſon handſom 
enough to pleaſe him, and yet not fo compleat as to 
work him intoa paſſion. He thought he had met 
with one according to his mind, in the perſon of 
Maria de Padilla, one of the Maids of Honour to 
the Dutcheſs of Albuquerque. This young Lady 
was witty and lively, ſhe was young and handſom, 
and though the was neithcr of Beauty nor Quality 
{uthcicnt 
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ſufficient to give any obſtrudtion to the Marriage 
intended 3 yet ſhe was well cnough to ſatisfie his 
impatience till the Princeſs arrived. To relate the 
Formalities of our Monarch towards this Virgin, 
or the Virgins to the King, ;would be to charge our 
Annals with an impertinent Circumſtance, Lovers 
of Don Pedro's Rank, are not ſubjc& to the PunQi- 
lives of a Romance. They carry their Milireſſs 
by abſolute Power, and it is not for them the Love- 
forms were deviſcd. Nagnez told Padilla, the King 
likes you very well 3, and Padilla replied, What 
will his Majeſty command me? but: this bargain 
made with ſo much expedition, and conſummated 
with ſo much caſe, had not a concluſion ſuitable 
to its beginning. Padillz had athouſand qualities 
capable of making a Lover happy, more than indif< 
ferent perſons could dilcern. The vivacity of her 
Wit animatcd all hcr actions, her hamour and com- 
placency ſupplied the defc&s of her Beauty 3 and 
the Kings Magnihicence making her eminent for a 
natural inclination-to neatneſs 3 Don Pedro at the 
very firſt found that his Mitireſs, which the Grand 
Maſicr hoped he would never have diſcovered. He 
preſt his Embaſſadours no more' to diſpatch z and 
the little concern'he had for her return, making 
him think 1t precipitate when they did, he ſcarce 
believed the Princeſs was come out of Paris, when 
advice was brought that ſome body was to be De- 
puted to receive her upon the Frontiers. Thele 
tydings both ſurpriſed and afflicted him. He 
could have wiſht never to have heard it whilſt he 
lived 3 but the Marriage of Kings being no jeſting 
mattcr, there was a ncccflity that Dox Pedro ſhould 
| | pretend 
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pretend to be content. He diſpatcht Nugnez de 
Prade to attend the new Queen, and advancing 
himſelf {ome three days Journey from Burgos, in or- 
der to meet her, he reſolved to content himſelf in 
this buſineſs as well as he could 3; but his Love for 
Padilla would by no means concur : her ablence, 
though but for three days, ſcemed an Age to him. 
He muſt needs return to her, he could not endure 
the thoughts of marrying Blanche, and looking up- 
on his lawful duty, as a deſertion of his Miſtreſs, he 
left the new Queen to ſhift tor her ſelf, and returned 
to his Pudilla tor conſolation. When Nugnez un- 
derftood the King had given Order for his Equi- 
page to march back towards Bxrgos, he thought he 
had been miſinformed, replied immediately to his 
Majeſty, and finding him ready to take Horle, Why 
Sir, ſaid he, in great aſtoniſhment, will you quit 
your new Queen before you ſee her ? Conſider. I 
beſeech you, you are but a days Journey from her ? 
I know not, replied Dox Pedro, whether that be 
Enough for her, but T'am ure *tis too much for me. 
Is it, Sir, replied the Grand Maſter, that you have 
not found her as you had reaſon to have hoped, or 
that ill inſtructed in the obedience ſhe owes you, ſhe 
hath ?----=No, Nagnez, replied Don Pedro interru- 
pting him, *tis nothing of all that; *cis ouly this, 
Don Pedro of Caſtile is not born for Blanche de Bour- 
boy : Thoſe who contrived this Mecting , knew 
neither of us beth 3 and to be ſhort, the may re- 
turn to Fraxce as ſhe came, it her deſign be to be 
Queen of Caſtile ; tor the is nothing to me now, 
and never will be more. The taithtul Nzgnez dil- 
compoled exceedingly with this reſolution , my 

what 
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what he could to make Don Pedro conſider of what 
importance it might be : he repreſented the Power 
of the Duke of Boxrbon by the acceſſion of the Fa- 
mily of Y alvis to the Crown of Fraxce, the general 
intereſt of all Princes to vindicate an Aﬀeront to a 
Princeſs, ſo nearly related to the moſt Puitſant of all 
the Chrittian Kings, the diffatisfaGtion of the Apol 
ſtolick See, the murmures of the people, and the in- 
jury he would do to his own Honour and Renown 3 
but all theſe remonſtances were in vain. Don Pedro 
departed without vouchſating the Grand Maſter an 
Anſwer, leaving him to repent at leiſure what-ever 
he had recommended Padz:/la to be Miſtreſs to the 
King This faithful Favourite bcholding at one 
Proſpe& the evils which this ation would bring 
upon Caſtile, reſolved as much as he could to divert 
it, by cajolling the new Queen. He prepared an 
cloquent Diſcourſe ro excule her Entertainment, 
and aftcr he had peruſed it, and was well ſatisfied 
with the Contents, he defired Audience of Blanche, 
and endeavoured what he could to juſtitie Don Pe 
dro. He pretended indiſpolition of body, and 
ſome imaginary Afﬀairs of State to apologize for his 
departure 3 but there was no need he thould trou- 
ble himſclt ſo far. Blaxche was a Princeſs but of 
ſmall Expericnce in the World , ſhe had been 


brought up in a Monattery, where they make a ſcru- 


ple of openiug their very Eyes, and ſhe believed ic 
was {ufhcient to have been married by Doz Pedro's 
Ambaſſadours to make her Queen of Cajtile. When 
Nugnez perceived this Errour, he was very much 
ſurpriſed, The King had given him to under- 
{tand the Marriage was not conſummate, he at- 
tended 
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tended to ſee the Princeſs, mortally diſſatisfied with 
her miſtaken, and upon this point it was his Ha-

heart about the ſucceſs of his Negotiation, he would 
have done what he could poflibly to have cauſed it 
to miſcarry. Which way ſoever he lookt upon the 
Kingsaveriion for Blanche, it could not be but ad- 
vantagious to Nxgnez. Firlt it threatned Caſtile 
with a dangerous War, and the Grand Maſter be- 
ing chict Miniſter, that Menace mult needs be grate- 
ful to him. Moreover it furniſht the Courtiers 
with an opportunity of flattery, of which a Favou- 
rite may make a marvellous uſe, and it his Policy 
accommodated with this Divorce, the Reader may 
calily believe his Love would not be againtt it.

They went 
together to Padilla, they delired her ( as Friends) 
that ſhe would imploy all her Wit and Capacity 
with the King, to prevail with him to uſe Blanche 
as he was in duty obliged 3 but perceiving that un- 
der the Title ot Fricnus they were not ' regarded, 
they changed their Character, they bcgauto tpeak 
with authority, and threatned ber with the relent- 
ment of the whole Kingdom, it the ſftopt not the 
courſe of an injuſtice, of which ſhe was lookt upon 

as 
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a5 the Author. "Padilla was proud and witty, ſhe 
diſcovered by the conſequence how much ſhe was 
nettled at this threat z* but thinking that no time to 

\ hint her diſpleaſure, ſhe promiſed the Duke and the 
Grand Maliecr ſhe would contribute her utmolt to 
Blanches ſatisfaftion: But ſhe had a care of being - 
as good as her word 3 ſhe had too much pride and 
ambition to make any ſerivus prayers ſo contrary 
to her vanity and her hopes: Nevertheleſs the 
Caſtillians (not being able to endure fuch an injury 
to their Nation, as the violation of their Faith (o- 
Imnly cugaged by publick Authority, and the moſt 
confident perſons amongſt them) murmured high- 
ly againlt che 1njultice of it, The Grandces fcll 1n- 
to Cabals, the Common-people into Factions, all 

things were tending to a Revolt. Leoxora Queen 
Dowagcr ot Arragon, Don Pedro's Aunt, appre= 
hcnding, the danger he was in, took the liberty to 
admouilh hcr Nephew. She was eminent tor her | 
Courage, and is commended in Hiſtory tor her Elo- 
quence avove the relt of her Sex. She repretented 
to this Monarch the deplorable Eſtate into which 
his Crown was running, unlcfs he would obſerve at 
lealt.fome appearances of Honour and Juttice with 
his Witc 3 and the property of Rhctorick being to 
-give the ſtrongeſt and niolt ſpecious colours one can 
invent, to the evils he would avert, Leonora knew 
{o well co delineate the misfortunes which threat- 
ned Don Pecro, that he thought them already upon 
his ihouldcrs. He was a violent Prince, of a natu- 
ral ferocity, to whom Poltcrity afterwards gave 
the ſirname of 'Crucl. As ſoon as the Queen his 
Aunt was departed, he {cnt imumediaccly tor Nag- 
ez 
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ez, and having intimated his reſentment againſi 
{ the Rebels, he told him that he found there was a 
neceſſity of preventing the Rebellion, and that the 
moſt probable way was by taking away the pre- 
tence, and removing Blanche into another World : 
that he was reſolved to have her poyloned, and that 
knowing the zeal and fidelity the Grand Maſter 
had for his Service, he had pitcht upon hirm for that 
Execution. If ever any Favourite in Love hath 
received from his Maſter Commiſſion to murder his 
Miſtreſs, he will cafily comprehend how much Nug- 
nez was delighted with this Diſcourſe. He loved 
the King fo entirely, he would rather have dyed a 
thouſand deaths than have betrayed him 3 and he 
loved Blanche with a paſſion as violent as pure, and 
he Ioved only for Loves fake. When he conſidered 
Don Pedro as a molt puifſant Monarch, who honou- 
red him hourly with his particular favours , he 
{ thought he could not obey his Orders too foon. 
When he refleed wpon Blanche as an innocent 
Princcls, deſerving none of her misfortunes, and 
one he loved as his ſoul, he knzw nothing ſo Sacred 
which he would not immolate to her ſatety. This 
perplexity having taken away his ſpeech, the King 
asked him inan anger, it he was grown dumb fince 
he came into his Cloſet. I wiſh, Sir, with all my 
heart, replied Nzgnez, I were dumb indeed, I ſhould 
then be excuſed tor not anſwering the moſi ſtrange, 
and to me the moſt cruel diſcourſe I ever beard in

Do you call 
that ſubmiſſion, replied the King, interrupting him 
haſtily, to form parties and publiſh remonſirances 
againſt me every day. I can no ſooner ſtir out of 
my Palace, but I am aſſaulted by the Clamours of 
my people, crying out mutinoully for their Queen, 
The Grandees of my Kingdom follicite me perpe- 
tually. The Queen my Aunt could not forbear 
denouncing of miſchief. Would you have me fit 
ſtill, and expe the Rebellion of my Subje& with 
patience, and imprudently expoſing my ſelf to the 
indignation of the Frexch, give my {elt up to the 
fury of my incenſed Wite. No, Sir, replied Nzg- 
xez, I would have none of that : I would ſooner 
dyc than entertain one thought into my Soul, con- 
trary to your ſafety and your Kingdoms and 
though I would ſpend every drop of my own, tar 
the preſervation of the Queens blood, yet Iam rea- 
dy to let out that too, it your Majcity commands it. 
But I befcech you, Sir, continued the Grand Malter, 
throwing himſelt at the Kings tcet, look upon the 
Conſequences before you command me. Blanche 
Is not one of your Majeltics Subje&ts, which you 

have advanced to your Throne by the meer motion 

of your goodneſs: ſhe is illuſtrious for her Birth, 

for her Vertue, and nearly related to one of the 

greateſt Kings in Europe, What does your Majeliy 
think this great Monarch and his Allies will do, if 
he ſuſpects you have made away a Princeſs of his 
own Blood, which upon your ſolemn follicitation 

he had given you for a Wife ? Again, Sir, had not 

all formal Complacencies bcen denied, it had been

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poffible a violent death might have paſt for natural;

hath received from yous They would belicve you, 
Sir, itt great favour with Deſtiny, thould they ſec 
you dclivercd fo ſcafonably from a Wife you ab< 
horred, without contributing any more to her 
death, than your bare detiress No, Sir, believe 
me, I bcſeech you, there will not bea perſon living 
but will conclude you joyned your endeavoursto 
your good wilhesz and this opinion being once 
fetled (as fetled it will doubtleſs be) I leave it with 
all humility to your Jadgment to conſider what 
conſequences it will produce.

exerciſed upon any but me. All Caſtile ſpeaks of | 


you zs the moſt honourable Perſon it ever brought 
forth. Your compallion for the alPjQted, and your 
reſpec for my Sex” hath forced an eſteem for you, 
even from your Enemies 3 and will you deveſt your 
{elf of theſe qualities, to become the Perſecutor of 
a poor Princeſs who never did you wrong, and 
had a great eſteem for you, before you declared your 
{elf the greateſt Enemy ſhe had, 1, Madam, replied 
Nugnez, am I the greateſt Enemy you have? And 
what ather name, replied the Princeſs, can I 
give the man who keeps me in Priſon, who ba- 
niſhes my own Country-Servants out of the Na- 
tion, and carries his Tyranny fo high, my very 
Women are not ſuffercd to come near me, but by 
his ſpecial permiſſion. You will tell me perhaps

rate,. but I cannot believe he can be guilty of to 
much injuſtice, It is you, Crue] you, who abuſe

7 ad'i'ta had like to have killed her ſelf with joy 
3; the tight of theſe Verſes, Fernandes cxplained 
| | them 
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them as he delivercd them to her, and ſhe running 
with them immediately to the King, poſſeſt him 
highly againſt tneir innocent Love, and blackned 
his paſſion with ſuch formidable Colours, that had 
the King followed the firſt motions of his anger, 
he had ſent to have had Nagnez put immediately 
to death. But as he loved him very well, and could 
not caſfily forget the Services he had done him, he 
xcſirained himſelf jn ſpight of his natural impetuo- 
fity. The Queen was at chart time in the Calile of 
Maqueda, where Nugnez to remove her out of the 
ſight of her Enemies, had cauſed her ro be ſhut up. 
The Governour of the Caſtle had been :put in by 
the Grand Maſter, and he had reaſon to believe he 
would be faithful to him , but there is no friend- 
ſhip nor acknowledgment proof againſt the Autho- 
rity of ones natural Prince.

as an obſtruction to his new defires : he gained 
two of the Biſhops of his Kingdom to declare that 
his Marriage with the Queen not bcing conſum- 
mate, it was lawtul for him to take another as he 
plcaſed, and upon their bare Authority he married 
Fane de Caſtro publickly without any ſcruple. Ic 
is calie to judge Padilla and Fernendesz de Hyveftroſa 
were nettled to the quick by this ſudden Wedding, 
This ambicious Miſtreſs, who could not cudure 4 
muc 
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much as the ſhadow of a Queen upon the Throne 
of Caſtile, found it now in the full poſſeſſion of an 
abſolute Queen beloved by the King 3 and Fernan- 
dez, who flattered by the promiſes of his Niece, had 
been the ſecret Inſtrument of Nugnez's death, recei- | 
ved no other fruit of his inhumanity, than a Bas» | 
niſhment from the Court, and the loſs of his Mi- 
ſtreſs, which he loved above the World. Had that 
Miſtreſs of his been as ſenlible of Fernandez deſpair 
as he had reaſon to hope, ſhe would have refuſed 
the Crown which was offered her 3 but that Age 
was like ours, they ſtood not much upon Conſtan- 
cy , the Glory of being a Queen outweighed the 
ſhame of infidelity, and let Lovers ſay what thcy 
will, a Crown is better than a Garland. In the 
mean time the unfortunate Blanche was alone in the 
Caſtle condoling the loſs of her Grand Maſter, ſhe 
underſtood then (but it was too late) the difference 
betwixt her paſt and her preſent Captivity : and {| 
the Image of Nrgnez ſtab*d in her preſence for her } 
ſake, cauſed ſuch bitter remorſes in her mind, ſhe 
had much ado to keep her {clf alive. But we will 
leave her to mode her Complaints as ſhe pleaſe, 
and prepare her ſelf for that Poyſon whichwas gi- 
ven her ſome tew days after , to give ſome relaxa- 
tion to our Pen. The principal parts of theſe Ans

and who he knew watcht for an occation of ma- 
king War upon the Greeks: he conjured him tor his 
alliftance , and Amwrahs Policy accommodating 
with the requett, he hal a favourable Anſwer. He 
dilpztcht an Envoye to Calo- Fohn to let him know, 


that Manmomys had demanded the Infanta, which i 


was contracted to his Son; that Mammomas being 


an Ally of the Ottoman Empire, he was obliged to | 
afli{t him, and to look upon all iuch as Enemics that | 


oppo cd his D:t1gns. This Declaration was as un- 
jult as unſ{calonable. Emannel was to be prieterrcd 
betore his Kivzl, in reſpect of his Dignity 3 belides 
rhe Intanca was within ewo days Journey of Con- 
ftantinople : But the Power of the Turk being fo 
terrible, chat che Emperour of Greece judgcd it his 
beſt way to treat him with all imaginable Civilicy. 
He ſutpended the Marriage, ſent an Embaſfadour 
to Amurahs to repreſent the pretences of his Son 3 
and the Infanta being too far advanced to go back, 
was conducted to Conſtantinople, where ſhe remain- 
&d, as 2x: depoſits, till che Negotiation was ended.

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Emanuel was much troubled at the protradtion of 
his happineſs 3 nothing would fatishe him, bat he 
muſt have Troops afligned him to go and fight 
with Armwurah ; he accuſed his Father of a compli- 
I ance and condefcenſion beneath his degree.

You told me your ſelf you had 
uo paſſion for the Prince(s, and that you would not 
marry her for any other reaſon but becauſe you had 
promiſed. I am fo good a Father, I will not hold 
you to that promiſe ; I underſtand Marriage very 
well, and I know it is as much as one can do to live 
contentedly with a Woman that he loves, how then 
can you expe to live well with one you do not 
love at all ? The Prince would have replied, and 
protetted he loved the Iyfanta as well as he ever did 
in his life ; but the Emperour: who had no mind 
to thoſe kind of proteſtations, interrupted him, and 
commanded him to be gone. The Command 
ſzeraed ſomething harth, the Prince endeavoured 
to diſobey, and replies, growing hot ; the Prince 
it tall ſome words, which were not perhaps exact- 
ly according to the Rules of Reſpe& , where- 
upon the Emperour cauſed him to be ſeized : And 
this point of rigour recalled all the kindneſs the J4- 
farta had ever had for him 3 the prayed, the preſt, 
and her jmportunity increaſed rather than extenu- 
ited his Crime : Love took up his reſt now in- the 
"1zart of the Princeſs 3 ſhe repented ſhe ever had re- 
pented, 
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pented, and would not endure to hear the Empe- - 
rours pretenfions ſo much as mentioned any lon- 
ger. Inthe mean time whilſt things were in this 
poſture, an Envoye arrived from the Emperour 
of Trebiſond':” The (aid Emperour, Father to the 
Irfanta, bad been much troubled to conſent to the 
Exchange 3 he wasa ſcvere Prince, and his reſolu- 
tions immoveable : Neverthelefs the dexterity of 
the Agent was fuch, he was over-power'd, and 
con{enred that the Princeſs ſhould - marry Calo- 
Fobn, but it was with ſuch expreſs Order to change 
no more, that the Princeſs durſt never diſobecy : 
And to compleat the ruine of Emaniels Aﬀairs, 
Mammomas bcing, by Amurath {uſpcctcd of an In- 
tclligence with a Prince ot Tranſilvania, who refu- 
ſed co admit him for his Soveraign 3 the Turkiſh 
Ernperour deſerted him, and left him to Calo- Foby 
tobeinfetted as he pleaſed. In ſhort, he married 
che Infants of Trebiſond, notwithſtanding all che 
oppoſition the made 3 her Father commandcd it, 
the Emperour was abſolute, and Princefſes of her 
Rank are but Sacritices to Policy and Convenience, 
infomuch'that Nature would have very much obli- 
ged the greateſt part of them, had ſhe brought 
them into' the World without hearts : It is not to 
beexpreſt the rage Emarnel conccived at the News / 
of this Wedding, but the cticas which inſucd may 
in ſome meaſure diſcover it. He eſcaped our of 
Priſon, implored the Afiſtance of Amurath, and 
conducting him as it were by the hand to the 
Throne Impcrial oi Greece, he gave the tatal blow 
co that flouriſhing Empire 3 for which Phrentic he 
was ſufficiently punitlic himſelf by the ingratitude 
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of the Turk,, who not keeping one tittle of all the 
promiſes he had.mage him, cauſed himito end his - 
days miſerably without bis eyes, and-without any 
other Dignity than, a private place among his Ja- 
niſaries.: and the,great, Grecian Empire eſcaped no 
better than he. But the Diyine Juſtices which re- 
venged Calo- Fohn for ; the evils his Sons fury had 
brought upon him, hath not as yet revenged the 
infidelity of their common Tyrant.:

of FWDukes Subject, but had fo linked himie?f to him by 
d Fi good Services, that he was become the Depoſi- 
1 Rory of his Secrets, the-Diſpencer of his Graces, and 
w FI: Companion of his Debauches. One night as 
ne Fiiy were marche together to vilit a Lady ( ſome 

c tew 
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few Leagues from Txriz) for whom the Duke had 


a great kindneſs, and the Marqueſs managed the 


aftair, they loft themſclves in a Wood through 
which they were to paſs, and at laG found them- 
ſclves at a Houſe belonging to the Count de ls Mo- 
riene : This Count had ſeveral years before baniſht 
himſelf voluntarily from the Court 3 he had recei- 
ved a wound at the beginning of this Dukes Reign, 
which had almoli taken away his Eyes, and having 
not thought himſelf rewarded for to important a 
los, he retired into the Country where he lived vety 
privately. Some indiſpenſable Afﬀairs having cal-

Well, if he does, replicd the Dake, that inconveni- 
ence 15 leſs than to be drowned in the Rain, or 
break ones Neck oft of ones Horſe. If the Count, 
knows me, I will be cven with him for {ome Cen- 
ſures I have heard of hisz and it he doth not, .re- 
poling a while at his Houſe, we ſhall be the better 
afterwards to proceed in our Journey z upon which, 
the Duke ſpur*d on to the Counts houſe, and com- 
manding, his Retinue to take no notice who he was, 
he pretended to be one of the little Princes of Ttaly, 
with which that Country (warms. It was not out 
of Honour or Concernment tor the Duke, that the 
Marquels of Savoy had no mind to repoſe at this 
place» The Count de 1a Moriene had a handſom 
Lady to his Wife, which was related to the Mar- 
quels, and with whom, the Hiſtory ſays, there was 
more than one kind of proximity. By reaſon of 
the morofity of her Husb3nd, ſhe never came to 
Court 3 but ſhe pretended butineſs now and then 
at her houſe by Turiz, where the Marqueſs would 
meet her.

Savoye, and had miſtaken his way Twrin, the Count 
interrupted him, and told him, You had beſt, Sir, 
be ſure the Duke be there , before you go thither 
your ſelf, for he is ſeldom to be found where he 
ought to be lookt for 3 his pleaſures invite him to 
ſo many places, where one would never expe to 
find him, that without good ſtore of Scouts *tis no 
cafie matter to diſcover him. You know the Duke, 
replied the Marqueſs ſomething haftily, but by other 
peoples report , you have ſeen him your (lf fo lit- 
tle for theſe feveral years, you can ſay nothing upon 
your own knowledgez were you better acquainted 
with him, you would not ſpeak at that rate. It is 
not nece{ary to {ee ones Soveraign, to know him, 
replied the Count, we judge of them by their aQi- 
ons, of which they have ſo many Witnecſles, the re- 
port of them 1s not to be kept out of the moſt re- 
mote or obſcure part of their Dominions 3 and then 
taundring out a long Declamation againſt Amer 
and his Reign, there was not a Libel, or a mutinvus 
Expreflion that eſcaped him. The Marqueſs could 
give him no ſign to reſtrain him 3 for che Count 
had an infirmity in his Eyes, and could not perceive 
him. The Regale was ſomething rare for the 
Duke; and as is to be ſuppoſed wanted no leafon- 
ing. People which are ſatiated with pleaſures, arc 
commonly very eloquent in decrying them. Thr 
Counteſs cntred as the Philoſopher was in the midl! 
of his Ethicks, and the Duke not being ſo much un- 
known to her, as to her purblind Husband, ther:

I did not perceive, Sir, there wa 
ity want of her there, replied the Marqueſs ſome- 
thing gravely : there were ſo many Ladies © 12456 y 
handlſomer than the, I thought ſhe woul” ut be 
delircd. Do youſay, faid the Duke to tim a little 
ſhort, there 1s any ching in Savoye haud!omer than 
the Counteſs ? Yes, Sir, without doubt, repiicd the 
Marquets, tc Laay you :. going to vitie, is in my 
tye much handfoir.r., Tov know not what is 
Beauty then, rep/i.a he Duke, or you do nut con- 
der what yo1 fay : there is notking vpon the 
Earth ſo amiable as the Conntels, T muti have her 
10 Tarin, the temerity of ' nice Husband hati givea 
mn occation to cauſe him to be arrcſted ; and his 
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Wife will not fail to ſollicite for his liberty : let us 
haſtc back again to put this Artitice in execution, I 
have no further butineſs with the Lady I was-go- 
ing to ſee, for the Counteſs de 1a Moriene hath at 
preſent the whole poſſeſſion of my Soul. Thele 
words were as ſo many mortal wounds in the heart 
of the amorous Marqueſs. He conjured the Duke 
to remember that the Counteſs was his Kinſwo- 
man, and not to make ſuch a breach on the favours 
wherewith he had honoured him; he alledged that 
it would be believed at Court, his Credit and In- 
fAucnce upon his Highneſs was loſt, when it ſhould 


be ſcen that the Husband ct ſo near a Relation of. 


his, was treated with that rigour. What he hathſaid 
of me, replied the Duke, ought to render him od1- 
ous toall that love me: and you ought to have 
becn the tuft to have demanded his puniſhment,

ltands how to m: nage her own Fortune, what you 
look upon as the unhappincl(s of the Count, will 
prove at laſt the Ettablithment of his Family. As 
he rcſolved, ſo he did : he lent to the Count dels 
Moriene's Houſe to apprehcnd him 3 he cauſed him 
to be committed to a Tower, where his greatcit 
Priſoners were uſually dilpoſcd 3 and that he might 
he more commodioully cnjoy the ſollicitations of 


ghe Countcls, he retixcd for {ome time to the Callic 
'v) 
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of Thoxon, ſituate upon the Lake of Leman, it be- 
ing a Country-houſe in which he principally de- 
lighted. The Impriſonment of the Count de Mo- 
riexe made a terrible noiſe in the Court of Savoy. 
Such as were rigid and moroſe condemned it ex- 
ccedingly, and called it no lefs than violence and 
injuſtice. Some whole penetration was better than 
their Neighbours, ſufpe@ed the true cauſe, whilſt

What do you mean 
by effects of Beauty, replied the Counteſs, and au- 
thority with the Dake ? Are theſe the marks of his 
kindneſs, which make you jealous ? Ha! Madary, 
replied the Maxqueſs, you are not yet acquaintcd 
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with the Iatrigue, the Duke was in Love with you 
as ſoon as ever he ſaw you 3 your Husbands offence 
is Þut a pretence to get you hither, and the Count 
de lt Moriene had never been a Priſoner, but that 
you Might be forced toſollicite for his inlargertient.

The Counteſs gave no Credit at firſt to the Mar- 
queſles Diſcourſe, ſhe imagined it nothing, but the 
artificiz! *:.rrour ot a prying Lover, to whom every 
thing giv. 5... cajion of ſealouſie 3 and not thinking 
of 211y thing out tne bufineſs ſhe came about, ſhe 
deti:ed the Marqueſs to preſent her to the Duke. 
The Dake received her very {apcrcilliouſly, the bet- 
ter to play the part of an offended Soveraign, and 
gave her juti cauſe to tell the Marqueſs he was mi- 
ſiaken ::3 1:15 ConjeFure, and that an amorous Per- 
{oa 2s he had repreſented himſelf, conld not be a- 
pablz of fo much auſtery. But not long after meet- 
ing her at the Counteſs of Geneva's, his Silters 
Houſe, he took her into a Terrace to ſhew her the 
Profipect : And to ſpeak truth the preten-<e was 
well laid, for doubtlcls it is one of the bett and molt 
picalant in the World. The firti Object which 
prelents it (elf is the Lake of Lemay, with two or 
three Villages upon the {1c of it, from whence cx- 
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patiating po certain Mountains, ſome of them 
barren , others more beholden to Nature, but all 
covered with Snow 3 it begins to abate upon the 
ruines of a Trjumphal Arch, which ſeem as left 
there on purpoſe to make that Proſpect ſuperlative. 
The Counteſs having obſerved all of them with a 
moſt judicious dilcernment, gave the Duke an op- 
portunity as he detired himſelt.

if } blame. The Counteſs had takenup a fancy, that 


the Marqueſs was culpable ; and to perte& the 
ruine of his affairs, Amedy having Intelligence that 
the Emperour Sigiſmond was at Lyons, ſent the 
Marqueſs of Savor thither, to make his Comple- 
ments from him. The Duke was obliged to him 


x I tor the Erection of Savoy into a Dutchy, which car- 
1}! F ricd the Title only of a County, till the ſaid Empe- 
 Y rours Journey into France in the year 1416. and 


could not do lets than teliihe his acknowledgments 
by that Embaſhe ; and this Commitſion being one 
ot the molt honourable in Amedy's donation, he 
calt his cycs upon his Favourite as the moſt proper 
Perton 
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Perſon to receive it. At another time he wauld 
have accepted it with thanks, but then he lookt up- 
on it as the fatal period of his Amours. He would 
fain have expreſt his apprehenſions to the Counteſs, 
and have conjured her to have oppolcd them 3 but

Yes, {aid the Duke, and I had 
enjoyed her before this, had ſhe not very prudently 
judged, that ( to put the better face upon my co-

Don Pedro Prince of 
Portugal, Son to Don Alphonſo, was almoſt contem- 
porary with Amedy, the King his'Father had a ſe- 
cond Wife who governed him abſolutely. The: 
Prince obtained no favour from the King, but 
what he ought to his Complacence for the Queen 3 
and, as the higheſt excels ot her Tyranny, ſhe would 
conſtrain him to marry 2 Daughter of hers called 
Leowora, which ſhe had had by her firſt Husband 
Joune of Arragoun- The Lady was handfom, and 
ad not Dox Pedro been under a neceſſity of loving 
hzr, it is poſſible he would .have loved her well 
enough 3 but Love is hardly to be obtruded upon 
a gcncrous Soul. Don Pedro's natural inclinations 
weae great, his Courage high, he could not truckle 
to the Orders of the Queen z and the more eager 
ſhe was to force his affection for the Princeſs, he was 
the more obſtinate and averſe. He had a Nurſe 
(Widow to the Marqueſs de Caſtro) who had an in- 
fluence upon him. In.all the Countries on that fide 
the Mountains, the Nurlcs are choſen as much by 
their ExtraRtion, as any other Qualitication what- 
R cVET, 
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Ever. They have an opinion, that the inclinations 
of ordinary Women are transfuſed with their milk; 


and I am not certain'whether it be altogether irra- 
tional. The Queen accumultated her Carefles and 
Preſents upon this Lady, and conjured her to im- 
ploy the utmoſt of her intereſt to diſpoſe the young 
Prince to what ſhe defired ; bug who is it but 
knows how much Fortune delights to deteat the 
deſigns of humane Prudence ? The way the Queen 
propoſed to make her projce ſucceſstul,proved the 
greateſt and moſt efteEual obliruction This Mar- 
queſſ:s Lady had a Daughter named Agnes , a 
{prightly and handſom young Lady. The Prince 
had ſeen her without any Concernment, whilſt he 
had viewed her en paſſant » but the Commiſſion 
her Mother had received from the Queen, giving 
him more frequent occaſions of entertaining her, 
the Prince became enamour'd at laſt, What he 
had ſuckt from the breaſt of ber Mother, fermented 
in his heart in favour to the Daughter, and the 
Love which was produced from {o natural a Sym- 
pathy, was violent from-its very beginning.

Thein- 
nocence of the Princes intentions made him a little 
bold, he interrupted his diſconrſes with ſome little 
exorbitances, and lo relolute he was to make Agnes 
his Wife, that doubtleſs he would have preſumed to 
have anticipated in ſome points, had not the Mars 
chionels came into the Chamber with her Candle. 
It is no caſfie matter to deteraune who was in the 
greateſt Conlternation, the Princeſs to have heard 
the Princes Diſcourſe, the Marchioneſs to find Dox 
Pedro where he was, and the Prince at the appariti- 
on both of the one and the other, For ſome time 
they were all of them amazed, and ſtood gazing 
one upon another without ſpeaking a word 3 but 
at length old Caſtra coming firti to her tongue, ſhe 
accoſted him thus ; How ! Sir, (aid ſhe to the Prince, 
and is it true that you make no ({cruple of (ullying 
the Honour of a Perſon, which gave you Your tirtt 
nouriſhment ? Is this, Sir, my recompence for ha- 
ving born you lo often, and with ſo much tender- 
nels, at my boſom ? Ha ! Sir, could I ever have ex- 
pected this treatment from Dox Pedro, or from the | 
- Son of the Great King Alphonſo? Was I then to be 
the Vidime of your {ccret patſions, added the Prin- 
ceſs, did I ſerve but as a fiale and pretence, and 
was it only for the Love of Agnes you pretended to 
love me ? The Prince at this ſecond Charge, con- 
ceiving the Service too hot, quitted the held, and 
having with great ſpeed ſecured his Ladder, he 
relcucd himiclt trom the reproaches of two outra- 


gious Women. This Adventure made as much 
nuiſc 
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noiſein the Court as could be expected from the 
fury of the Queen, and the Authority ſhe had uſur- 
ped over the Spirit of theKing. The promilcs which 
Don Pedro made by miſtake to Leonore, interfering, 
with the Power of the King, there was no kind ot 
reprehenſion but it drew upon the Prince 3 thoſe 
appearances of Love wherewith he had abuſed the 
Princeſs of Arragon, giving occaſion of offence to 
the Royal Family from whence ſhe was deſcended, 
puſht on the Queen in her murmurs and threats, 
evento an exccls : ſhe exclaimed againit the confe- 
quences of that inſolence, and nothing could re- 
pair it but cither the Prince muſt marry her imme- 
diately, orclſe the King muſt give her leave to retire 
with her Daughter into the Kingdom of Arragon. 
The Marchionels her {clt, who by Leoxsrea's condo- 


' nation was become clearly of her fide, and delired 


his Majeſty to afſign her a Husband for her Daugh- 
ter, declaring that after fuch contumacy as ſhe had 
committed, it was but reaſon the ſhould expe one 
no where elſe but from the bounty of the King, 
The Prince endeavourcd to dil-entangle himſelf as 
well as he could 3; ſometimes he ſtormed like a mad 
man, ſometimes he ſubmicted, ſometimes he threat- 
ned to attempt any thing for the vindication of 
his liberty, and then again he would call for quar- 
tcr to purchaſe a little repoſc. The King obſerving 
his diſorder to increaſe, and that the more violent* 
1t became, the more it was oppoſed, he thought no 
way ſo {urc to put an cnd to it, as to caule Agxes to 
be killed. She dyed, as the Queen gave our, ot the 
{mall Pox, but the more learned Authors are of

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Don Pedro's diftra@ion at ſo Tragical an accident, 
he reſolved to revenge himlclt upom whom ever he 
did but ſuſpe& to have an hand in it, and his F.- 
ther dying jult in the nick, hence it was there aroſe 
an irreconcilia. 2 quarrel betwixt the two Crowns 
of Arragon and Portugal» Don Pedro (acriticed ten 
years War, and ſo much blood to the Ghoſt of his 
dear Agnes, as might well have given him the addi- 
tion of Cruel, had not the gentleneſs of the latter 
end attoned for the beginning of his Raign. 


The Counteſs of TX was another Agnes living 
Potnmicuvrc. almoſt about the ſame time, no 
Iſs famous in the Hiſtory of France, than Agnes de 
Coftro in the Hiftory of Portzgal. She was Miltreſs 
to Charles VII. who governed the Frexch Monarchy 
from the year 1422, to the year 1461- The trou- 
- bles which happened in his Raign, are not my pro- 
vince 1n this place: There are Authors enough 
have related the Invaſion of the Exgliſh, and the 
Exploits performed by the Pwcelle in their expul- 
fion 3 I will concern my felt no further than the 
Amours of this Agnes. The Danphin of France 
known fince by the Name of Lewy XI. endured 
with great impatience the Power this Woman had 
uſurpt upon his Father. He acted nothing but by 
her Counlſels 3 he gave her the Barony of Poutzeuvre 
(which till then was always an Appanage of the 
youngcſt Sons of the Royal Family) and all Favours 
and Offices in t he Kingdom pali through her hands. 
A great part of her Influence ſhe imployed in oblig- 
ing the Prince, and omitted nothing which might 


mitigate the animoſity he had againti her 3 but the 
Kings

Kings Preſents paſſing through her hands, were im- 
pregnated with poyſon. He had tryed ſeveral ways 
to deſtroy her, but none ſucceeded 3 however he 
would not give over, but reſolved upon another he 
believed more infallible. He had a Favourite cal- 
led Chaubannes, Count of Dammartin, the hand- 
lomeſi young Lord in all the Court 3 he propoſed 
it to him to make Love. to her, and knowing his 
Fathers Jcaloutic, he doubted not but he ſhould 
ruine the Counteſs, if he could convince her of the 
leaſt inhdelity. He imparted his deltgn to the 
Count, and conjured his concurrence. The Propo- 
ſition at firſt appeared to be dangerouM he de. 
manded of the Dauphin what Expedient he had 
thought of to ſecure him againſt his Fathers indigs 
nation, it his detign ſhould happen to be ſuſpe&ed. 
The real Service you wijl do him thereby, replied 
the Prince: We will tell him that ſhe had tollicited 
you a long time, that the tear of being the Author 
of ſuch 111 News, had hindred you trom diſcover- 
ing it, and that you did hope in time to have tired 
out her importunities by your averſion? but that 
perceiving what you defigned to extinguith thote 
fames, did but kindle and augment them, you be- 
lieve it your duty now to give him notice of all. 
Poſſcſt, as he is, of the fidelity of Agnes, he. will per- 
haps quettion the report 3 you will ask him what 
proot he defircs, and then whatever is paſt, or 
whatever you hope tor the tuture, will be but the 
conſequences of his Orders. Upon. theſe Argu- 
ments Chabannes complied : He had a Valet de 
Chambre called S. Colombe, - of whoſe tidelity he 
had had ample cxpericnce 3 he cauſed him to open 
the 
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Scene with Mortaing the Counteſſes Woman, who 
was privy toall her Miſtrefſes Secrets. S. Colombe 
counterteited a paſſion immediately, as having that 
Leſſon by heart, and Mortaing was naturally very 
compaſſionate of other peoples futferings. They 
came prelently to their proteſtations and promiſes, 
and the Confidencies of the Mittre(s were not long 
behind the afſurances of the.Servant. When S. Co- 
E;mbe found things in the poſture he deſired, he 
declared the aftcGtion his Malter had for the Coun- 
teſs, and to {weeten the propoſition he made to her 
to be ſerviceable to his Maſter 3 See, dear Mortaing, 
{aid he t® her, belides the utility which will accrue 
co us both by that Commerce, it is the only way to 
continue our own, ſooner or later all things aredil- 
covered 3 and it our Lady comes once to diſcern 
our Amours ( as how canat otherwiſe be) ſhe will 
never forgive you that, which ſhe looks upon at 
preſent as a Crime 3 tor, Mortaing, it is none to 
love.a King, that makes one the more honourable 
among, men, and I am per{waded is venial even be- 
tore the Gods. Kings are fodear to them, I fancy 
every thing 1s gratetul to them they do 3; but we 
that are oft a more common Conttitution, are not 
£0 expca the Priviledge of Princes, and can never 
obtain the Countcfles indulgence, unleſs we can 
reduce her to a condition of having, need of it her 
{clf. Mortaing liked 5. Colombes reaſons very well, 
and the ſame night as her Mittrc{s was undrefling, 
ſhe put her upon a diſcourſe of all the people at 
Court. There was not one of them could eſcape 
her cenſure : But when they came to Chabannes

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but ſpeak well z I never ſaw any man ſo complear, 
and it I ſhould wiſh my (elf handſom or great, it 
ſhould be on purpoſe to love him without being ri- 
diculous. Agnes was well enough per{waded her 
Damoiſelle was in the right, the Excellence of his 
Qualities had not eſcapt her obſervation, and ſhe 
had long ſince in her heart had a hankering after 
him 3 but the Favourites of the Daulphin having 
| butlittle Commerce with the Miſtreſs of the King, 
the Count of Dammartin had obſerved none of the 
Simperings and Allurements ſhe made uſe of to 
inſoare him : Whereupon our Countels had con- 
ceived {uch diſpleaſure, ſhe almoſt abhorred him, 
and turning away her head at the name of Chaban- 


xes, ſhe interrupted poor Mprtaing in the midſt of 


her Elogiume Never name that man to me, faid 
ſhe to her, I hate him worſe than death or old age. 
Theſe words put the Damoilelle into a moſt pro- 
found ſilence 3 ſhe withdrew into her Chamber in 
| great contution, and was impatient next day to ſee 
| S.Colombe, to advite him to 1mploy her no more in 
| tuchdeſperate Commiſſions. S. Colombe went im- 


 mediately to his Maſter to acquaint him with the 


{ tucceſs of his Emballie 3 the Count was {urpriſed at 
the News, he did not remember any thing he had 
done to diſoblige the Countels 3 he ordered S. Co- 
lombe to {et his Mortaing a work to fiſh out the 
caulc of her avcrtion. At the intreaty of her Gal- 
lant, M rtaivg makes a ſecond attempt, but with as 
little fatisfa@tion as before 3 the Counteſs could not 
forget the niany glances ſhe had loſt, and could not 
pardon the Count of Dammartin that he had never 
obſerved them. This obſtinacy in the Counteſs 

nettled 
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nettled the poor Count, and not being accuſtomed ; 
to the hatxcd of fair Ladies, he began to do that 
out of vanity, wiich he was unwilling to have un- 
dertaken at the (o!i1citation of the Prince.

alide towards a Table where there was a Gla(s, and. 
pretending to reihie her Hood, ſhe askt him why 
it was he avoided the looks of the Ladies fo much z 
lam afraid, Madam, replied he, to ſhew you the 
obje& of your diſdain, and I cannot. but reſpe& 
yon, even where you arc unjutt. Agzes bluſht. at his 
anfwer, and remembring what ſhe had ſaid to Mor- 
taing,ſhe was impatient to be home, to know upon 
what grounds that Wench diſcovered to the Count 
what ſhe had diſcourſcd to her in private. She cau- 
{cd her to be called” as ſoon as ſhe was got to her 
Chamber, and reproaching her by the lightneſs of 
her tongue, in the bittereſt language the could think 
of, ſhe commanded her to tell her truly what it was 
prevailed with her.to be fo fooliſh. Mvrtaing ſup- 
poting her Mittreſſcs batred for the Count as vio- 
lent and immortal as the pretended, concluded ſhe 
had committed a great Crime in entertaining the 
Propotitions of his Love : She threw. her {clt down 
at her feet, told all S. Colombe had ſaid to her, cor 
jured her to pardon what was palt, and wilht. a 
thouſand imprecations, if ever ſhe were guilty 
again jn that nature for the. future.

drilled him into a Cabaret, where he had diſpoſed - 
certain Souldiers to quarrel with bim. The thing 
happened as S. Colombe had projeed, the Guard 
was killed, and the Contriver of the Enterpriſe 
withdrew himſclt ſo cleanlily , there was not the- 
leaſt mention ot hisname. When Fortune ſets her 
{elf to be tavourable, ſhe does nothing by halves : 
One of the Souldiers S. Colombe imployed in this 
buſineſs, had been formerly a Servant to Monſiexr 
de Trimonille , a Favourite of the Kings. Some 
per{ons of his Family who had been his Fellow- 
Scrvants,paſſing through the (irect where that Mur- 
der was committed, and obſcrving ſeveral other of 
the Guards running in to reſcue their Camarade, 
they thought themſelves obliged to defend their 
old Companion : This Rencontre caft the ſcandal 
of that Ac upon the Servants of Moyfieur de la Tri- 
moxille, and gave the Prince occaſion to ſuſpect 
that his Maſter was the principal in the Intrigue, 
He was almott of the ſame ſtature with Chabannes 3 
he had black hair, and curled like his; and though 
the Features of the Count Dammartin were better 
than the others, and his Complexion more lively, 
yet the Room being duskith, they might well 
be miſtaken. M-nfieur le Daupbiu concluded from 
hence, it was Monſieur Tremouille he had ſeen 111 the 
Habit of a Page in Madam Agyes's Lodgingsz he 
hated him betore, out of a general hacred he- had

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brance of his very face; and the Murder of the 
S-otch-man by his Sexyants,is an inexpugnable con- 
firmation. The poor man without doubt would 
have told, and Tremowille having ſo many oppolite 
intereſts to reconcile, wanted nat his Spies 3 he 
knew he was in danger of bcing diſcovercd, and 
therefore caulcd him that could do it to be killed, 
Ghabannes ſeemed tobe of the fame Judgment , he 
{eemed to admire with the Prince, that a Favou- 
rite of the Kings ſhould commit fo great an inſo- 
tence. *Tis common, replied the Dauphin, Great 
men are frequently expoſed to the Treachery of 
their Creatures 3 for not being able to diſcern whe- 
ther they love them for themſelves, or for their 
beneficence, they look upon that as the effect of 
their Love, which indeed is but the product of 
their own Intercft, The Dauphin was naturally

another, and I doexpect ſome time or other he will 
foilt ſome body into my Chamber, on purpoſe he

to thele dangers,Sir ? (aid ſhe to the King, ſuffer me 
I befeech you to retire ( and with that word ſhe 
burſt out into tears ) I conjure you ſuffer me, by all 
the bounty wherewith your Majeſty has honoured | 
me : Iam not able any longer to hold out againt 
the Power and Malevolence of the Prince; I re-

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farpriſed to hear News (o contrary to his expedta- 
tion 3 he demanded his Son of Seignexy Cxeva, and 
old Cuevas demanded him of him : To explain the 
Intrigue, the Governqur attended for 4/phoxſo, but 
Alphonſo did not appear 3 conſidering therefore 
that he could not declare what he knew, without 
diſcovering what he had a mind to conceal, he rc- 
{folved to ſay nothing, and therefore leaving t he 
Parents to diſpute it among themſelves, he went 
himfelt to the Caſtle, whither he had cauſed Felj- 
ciana to be conducted, He had ordered. her Wo- 
mens Cloaths, and Women to attend her, and the 
Count found her as handſom a Lady as he had been 
a Cavalicr.

This Title promiſed ſome rare and divertifing 
Articles 3 but Feliciana had not had time to write 
them, and if ſhe had, Alphonſo was in ſuch trouble, 
he could not have had the power to have read them.

to convince her of her juggling, he reſolved to tait to! 
her in the act. Though he had all theſe delignff ay 
in his head, his Intrigues with the Princeſs went on ten 
nevertheleſs : He accolted her as oft as he could, I wit 
writ Letters to her every day, and invented an hu''Y wh; 


dred 
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dred ways to convey them 3 ſometimes he ſcnt 
them wrapt up in dryed Sweet-meats ( and I fiip- 
poſe it was he brought up that cuſtom at his re- 
urn, for it is ſtill practiſed in France at thigday) 
otherwhiles he brought Verſes and Songs accord- 
ing to the way of the Frexch Court, and then ſiole 
in a Letter amongſt thoſe the Princeſs ſeemed to 
like. He was fo ingenious likewiſe to cauſc a Busk 
of Leaf-gold' to be made upon blue Enamel, all 
hollow within, and che Princeſs pretending eo ſhew 
him the Workmanſhip, or playing at ſome kind of 
Sport where that would bc ncceffiry ſhe reccived 
his Notes many times, and many times an{wercd 
them. They were as kind as at the beginning, and 
(except certain degrees of benevolence which he 
reſerved till after his Embaſſie was concluded ) he 
thought himſelf in as much favour as he could 
wiſh 3 but he was very much miſtaken. Thc Mar- 
queſs had fatisficd the Irfanta , that her Marriag« 
with Alphonſo would be more honourable and ad 
vantagious, than the Count de Guyenne 3 and th. 
Princeſs treating the Embaſſadours according, t-; 
the quality of their Propoſals, the Prince of Caſtilles 
Embafſadours had the precedence in her hcart. The 
Marqueſs had met her by her order in the Gardcn, 
where he had found her the firſt time withour it 3 
nd as his defigns of marrying her to Alphoj;», 
were not fo ſincere as the Count de Bowloga:s wee 
tomarry her to the Count de Guyenne 3 the ſtory 
ſays, the Marqueſs was much bolder with th. p:.- 
tences of the Prince of CaſtzNe, than the Co ni was 
with thoſe of the French Princc. Owe cvouing 
wicn he was in the Queens Garden actending ' ic 
Princ..s 
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Princeſs who had promiſcd to mect him without 
any Equipage but hcr Governante 3 the Count de 
Boulogne , who had his Scouts abroad, had notice 
where he was : he haſted privately into the Gar- 
den by the Gate that wasat hisdiſpoling, and ex- 
pe-ting at leaſi to take Elvira in alye, he ſtole gent- 
Iy behind an Arbour, where the Gardiner he had 
made, aſſured himi the Marqueſs was entred. The 
evening, was dark, and the Prince(s, and Villens 
{pake very low, nevertheleſs the Count could here 
- the Whiſpering they made. He went round about 
the Arbour, and throwing himlſclf into it ſuddenly; 
How now ! Madam, ſaid he to the Princeſs, you 
will have no Amours not you? your Rendez vol, 
and the ſtory of the Pantofflies are but Romances 
and Fables ? you have no kindneſs for the Marquels 
of Villena at all ? and you are naturally, what the 
molt vertuous arc by Education ? Part of this 
charge was properly enough upou the Princeſs, and 
had the Count becn aſſured to whom he had ad- 
_ drelt his Diſcourſe, his publick aud private Intercli 
would have authorized him to have expreſt himlelt 
in that manner ; But the haughtine(s and quality 
of the Irfanta would not permit her to return hin 
any milder reply. She told the Count he was very 
bold to intrude himſelf into a Converſation where 
he was not invited ; that ſhe had her reaſons for

Yes, laid the Marqueſs, I am the Mar- 
qucſs de Villena, and TI am in difcourte with the 
Iifanta about matters of State. I ask your pardon, 
Madam, replied the Count cut of countenance, I 
did not expe&t to have found the Marqueſs in fo 
good Company, 1 ſhall take my mcafures better 
another time, and ſceing the reſpe& 1 owe you is 
expoſed by ſuch accidents undeſigned, 1 thall kcep 
a better guard upon it for the future. Having 


| finiſhed theſe words, he withdrew, and left the I- 


fantz in a moſt inexpreſlible dilquict. The true 
cauſe ſhe concealed from the Marqueſs 3 that picce 
of ſincerity is never in uſe; but the ſcrupulous ver- 
tue wherewith the. Queen did ſecm to embelliſh her 
oidcr years, ſupplicd the Princels with pretcnees 
enough for her diſorder. As ſoon as ſhe was got 
to her Chamber, ſhe writ a Letter to the Count, and 
wough ſhe father'd her Rendez-vous upon the trou- 
bles ot Caſtile, yet ſhe expreft ſo ſenfible a foriow 
tor the ſuſpicions he had conceived, that one muſt 
have becn the Tyfanta her (clf to have diſcovered the 
tallacy. This Letter by ill Fortune fel! into the 
hands of the Marqueſs de I/illensa. The Princcls 
had the Names of her Gallants ſo ready in her mc- 
wory, that ſhe confounded thum 3 and thinking to 
name thc Count de Bowlogne, ſlic dircct<d her Mcf 
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ſnger to the Marqueſs. The Meſſenger under- 
ſtanding no further than what he received trom 
her mouth for there was no Superſcription) carried 
it dircly as the Princcls had commanded before 
ſhe was aware. Such Meſlages as thole arc uſually 
oreat interruptions to Gallants repole. The Mar- 
quels ſpent the beſt part of the night in contempla- 
tivn of that gracious Letter, he was immediately 
fatished of the miſtake. The Count was ſo exact! 
de(cribed, heneeded nut have been his Rival to ai 
cover it was to him. This made the Marqueſs as 
jealous as angry : He conſidered in-what manner 
the Count accolted the Princeſs, and judged her 
zn{wer, though apparently angry, yet upon ſecond 
thoughts more than ordinary familiar z he dedu- 
ccd two or three melancholy Conſcquences, and 
reſolved to ſecond them with Contercnce with the 
Coun:.he went toſpeak with him as ſoon as he was 
diclt. Tic Count had reccived a Ticket from the 
Princeſs, addreſt to the Marqueſs, as the Marquds 
had rcccived one the night before intended to the 
Count.

nd this Marriage bcing like to corroborate his 
Ulurpa- 
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Uſurpations, he reſolved it in one of his Royal 
Feaſts, ſo famous in that Country, where it is rec- 
koned acrime no leſs than mortal to appeal from 
the Decrecs pronounced at f{uch times. The Gran- 


decs of that Empire having been long prepared for 


that Alliance, had approved it before, and the pain 
annext to the infringement of that Law, tranſcend- 
ing any repugnancy the Princeſs could conlerve

But, Sir, which way will that 
bea remedy to you? you mult refolve to dye, or 
marry the Princeſs. Our Fatiicr is ſevere, he ap- 
prehends the Revolt of a people he hath conquered, 
who do ſtill retain an inclination to their natural 
Prince : He will never encourage their diſobe-

{peak it but with horrour } I have too much rcafon 
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to believe he will puniſh it it you as ſeverely as in 
the meaneſt of his Subjects; What advantage to 
you then, if I admire Imerſelle? will my misfor- 
tune be a diminution to yours? and will you think 
your {elf the leſs miſerable for my being ſo too?

This City preſerved a tidclity for 
ts Prince, which all Tſmaels Authority could ncver 
eradicate 3 Imerſe tent private Agents to the prin= 
cpal Inhabitants, remonſirated the trouble it would

blood of his implacable Enemy 3 and conjurcd 
them, if they could poſſibly, to prevent that diſpa- 
ragement by ſicaling Imerſelle away : His Agents 
acquitted themſelves ſo well of their Commiſſion, 
that the very night after the Walk we have men- 
tioned, the Princeſs of Perſia was ſurpriſed, and the 
Princeſs Zuria with her , who unfortunately for 
Caly, lay that night with Imerſelle. The Enter- 
priſe was performed without any great noiſe 3 the 
Princeſſes Lodging in a quarter of the Palace, a 
good diſtance trom the Sophys Appartment; the In- 
1iruments of the deſign were let in by the Princeſſes 
Women, who were moſt of them related ſome way 
or other to the heads of the Party , and the Prince 
Imerſe having charged them with expreſs Order 
under his Hand, that his Siſter might not miſtake, 
there was only Zurias skreeks to be prevented, 
which were ſtopt before ſhe was well awake. They 
clapt the Princeſſes into a Coach which attended on 
purpoſe, conveyed them out of a Gate they had ſe- 
cured, and following the Road to Texet with all 
ſpeed , they were received into that Town by 
Imerſe, and the Sultan Selim, the Son of Bajazet Il. 
who in the name of his Father had the Command 
of all Phrygia. It is cafie to imagine the atfliction 
of the two Princes at this ſorrowful News; they 
mounted immediately, and being followed by the 
wholc Court they endeavoured to diſcover which 
way theſe Raviſhers were gone but they could 
have no information, till it was too late to over- 
take them : They ſecmed to be inconſolable, and 
thcir Love not being to be contined within the 
bounds 
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bounds of ſimple grief, they reſolved to get to their 
Princeſſes, if they could, and try all ways poſlible, 
for their relief. They took upon them the Habit 
of certain new Derviſes of the Sect of Scaydar, who 
wasa famous Commentator upon the Alcoran, and 
from whom'they were deſcended, and alluding the 
Cautions of their old Father, they took their way 
towards Phrygia. They had not marcht far be- 
fore they had News of what they ſought after : The 
Sultan Selim was fallen in Love with Imerſelle at 
firſt ſight, and Imerſe had as great a paſſion tor Zu- 
rt 3 their Loves were {o conſpicupus by their pub- 
lick magnificences, there was ſcarce one perſon ig- 
norant of it in the whole Country. Our loving 
Derviſes were almoſt diftracted at the Report, they 
haſtencd their march, and in a ſhort time were ad- 
vanced within half a days Journey of Cibotis, called 
otherwiſe Apamia, where the Sultan Selzm held his 
Court. They took up their habitations in a De- 
lart near the River Meandre 3 a Grot with two or 
thrice murmuring Fountains were preſented to them 
by Chance, as it had been by Command. Such per- 
ſons as they had been conſtrained to bring along 
with them, they ſent into the City, to ſupply ſuch 
things as they wanted, and to diffuſe the noiſe of 
their extraordinary Vertue among the people, 
which was ſo effeCtually performed, they were not 
loag before they were vilited by all the Bigots and 
Fanaticks in Mahumetiſm. They entertained their 
devout Vilitants with Diſcourſes only of the Vanity 
of this World, and the folid pleaſure in the Con- 
templation of the next. It is a general Maxime, 
the hypocritical Devout is always morc eloquent 

than 
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than the true, their ſoul is full of nothing but it 
elf, the humility of good men, and meditation up. 
on what they are to treat, and this Evangeli:al 
fmplicity (which is the imitable Character of true 
piety) adding much to the riches of their expreſſion, 
they become very ſirong and powerful in theirper- 
{waſions. Our pretended Derviſes joyning to their 
Hypocrifie , a high natural Wit, made ſo great i 
progreſs among the Inhabitants of Texel, that ina 
ſhort time the News of them came to the ears of 
Sultan Selim. The new Scaydars were not men-f 
tioned but as the eldeſt Sons ot Prophets, and ( by 
an uſual] Hyperbole in ſuch occafions ) ſeveral per- 
ſons affirmed they had ſcen them do Miracles, who 
never heard of them but trom the mouth of ſome 
fantaſtical Enthuſiaſt, or the relation of forme pri- 
vate Emiffaries of their own. This high reputa- 
tion drawing upon them the eſteem of the Sultan, 
he ſent Preſents to the pretended Derviſes, and con- 
juring them to recommend him to their Prophet, 
They promiſed him their interceffion, bur his Pre- 
ſ-nts they returned, pretending they renounced all 
things belonging to this World; and had now no 
Commerce but with the Angels. This Anſwer 
moved the Curioſity of Selim, he made an agrec- 
ment with the Prince Tmerſe, to make them a Vitit: 
The two Princes had advertiſcment of their detign; 
they had their Spics in the Town, who obſerycd 
and gave notice of the motions of thcir Rivals: 
They ſiudied gravity for ſome time wherewith 
they might receive them 3 and Selim being arrived 
at their Cave, they knew {o well how to furniſh it 
with ſuch things as might perſwade him of their 
$ancticy, 
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Sanity, that the beſt piece of Houſhold-ſtuff to be 
(cen, was the inſfirument they kept to mortifie theix 
flcſh. The Inventory almoſt frighted the two Cx 
roſes,” they were afraid of protaning ſo holy a 
place , and the Derviſes ſeconding their Errour 3. 
Moſt dear Children ot our great Prophet, faid Caly 
to them, be not fearful to approach the moſt hume» 
ble Servants of the Eternal ; *tis for your ſakes 
only we are {ent into this Province, and it is the 
charitable care the Heavens take of your Conduct, 
chat has put it into your hearts to viſit us. Hark, 
you Sultan' Selim 3 Hark , you Prince Imerſe, 
the Stars do look upon you with a malevolent 
AſpeR, and you have a ttrong diſpoſition to follow 
their malign Influencc : Our Divine Proph:t has 
thought you worthy ot his own direction in ſo pe- 
rillous a paſſage, and we are the ſacred Interpreters 
of his adorable intentions. Art theſe words ado- 
rable, ſacred Interpreters, delegated to them from 
ſo venerable a Prophet 3 the Sultan Selim and 
Prince Imerſe, made a moſt protound Reverence, 
and protetting they would receive with as much 


| ſubmiſſion as faith, the divine Decrees it ſhould 


pleaſe thoſe Scaydars to pronounce, they humbly 
intreated they would vouchſafe to begin the Exer- 
cile of their Miſſion. The counterfeit Derviſes con- 
cluded it beſt to pretend as much difficulty as they 
could, to confirm their Rivals in their credulity. 
The Mykterics ot Heaven are neither explained, nor 
received with fo little preparation, faid Chaſan, 
therc mult be praycrs, and auſteritics to open th. 
ſacrcd Repolitories of the Celeftial graces : You 
have a hcart replcat with mundane dcfircs, how 
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can you believe,till they be expelled, there ſhould be 
roo for divine Inſpirations ? Purge, purge away 
the pollutions wherewith that is detiled, and rhen 
our great Prophet will repleniſh you with ſuch ſa- 
lutriterous emanations as he has reſerved for you: 
Love, hatred, and ambition are like ſo many Tem- 
peſts in your Soul, force your {elves what you can to 
calm them, excite your (elves what you can to tran- 
quillity, deprive your ſelves of the ſight of ſuch 
objeds, as produce thoſe turbulencics in your foul ; 
we donot name them, becauſe our rcvelation tell 
us, you will divine even that, of which we think 
not convenient to remember you. But, dear Prin- 
ces, Ict us acquaint you, we are not ignorant of the 
molt ſecret of your thoughts ; and when you ſhall 
be worthily prepared for our infiructions, ſhall tell 
you ſuch things as will ſurpriſe you : Go then, and 
put your {clves-into a condition to merit that boun- 
ty wherewith the Heavens are pleaſed to tavour 
you 3 and when you judge your fouls in fuch a po- 
fture as is required, repair to us again, and be tur- 
ther informed. Theſe cunning Derviſes reterrcd 
the Rivals to a ſecond Conference, as well to agrce 
upon what they were to lay, asnot to render the m- 
ſelves ſuſpected of a premeditated delign 3 and 
this adjournment producing the ct{c& they exped- 
&d, the Sultan calculated the importance of their 
advice, by the difficulty they made of giving it : hc 
thought he might trom thele Holy perlons draw 
ſuch wholcfom inſtructions as might dirc& him in 
the conduct ot his whole lite. Theſc Fathers have 
a ſtri&& Communication with Heaven, faid he to

viſible in their faces, it ſeems to be cxpanded by the 
divine hands of that great Prophet himſelf : Imerſe 
concurred exactly in Selims obſervations, and both

That kind of Dreſs they pretended, 
was'the Habit of their Picty, when they were for- 
cd upon any Conterence with Women : Cheſan 
made tigns to Imerſelle to follow him to the toot of

and that the Tarkiſo Prince and hisCamarade might 
give no interruption, they gave them certain pray- 
ers in the Tarkiſh Language with injundion to go 
into the Gro#to, and ſay them over there for thcir 
happy ſucceſs. The Rivals were flexible, and obey- 
ed : They were fo poſleſt of the Derviſes Sanity, 
they would have extended their conformity much 

further, if it had been deſtred.. Chaſan having pla- 
ced Imerſelle upon a part of the Rock, which was 
covered with moſs, keeping himſelf jult before her 
upon his feet, that the Sultans Equipage (who liood 
round about the Grot ) might have no proſped of 
his face. I have great things to relate to you, young 

Princeſs, faid he, diſſembling his voice as much as 

he could 3 I know things of you, you do not know 

of your {elt 3 but as the ingenuous declaration of 

our molt ſecret ſentiments is the ordinary Channel 

of Celeftial graces, do you merit by that act of iub- 
miſſion the good things which are in my power to 

1mpartztell me ſincerely what was your thoughts of 

Scach Caly, what of Chaſan Helif, and what is your 

preſent opinion of the Sultan.

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affairs, and ſave me the labour of telling you any 
more. Alas! replied Imerſele in a great ſurpriſc, I 
can ſay no more to you, having di{covered ty at- 
fea10n tor Chaſan, you have dilcovered the grecatelt 
ſecret of my 1oul. I conteſs that Sympathy was

this diſcourſe made there, could not have been pro- 
vided againſt but by that precaution: She blufht,ſhe 
was diſturbed, ſhe had like to have crycd out, and 
run away but the danger the Jeaſt noile would 
bring upon Chaſas, reſtraining that impetus, ſlie 
xcmained as immoveable in the place where ſhe 
fate : Chaſan taking advantage of her perplexity,

managed in the moſt-obſcure part of the Dcfart, at 


FF the ſame time the Derviſes gave ſo great a teftimo» 
Y ny of their Sanity, by refuting Bajazets Envoy. 


The day ct for the Enterprile, and all things pre- 
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Parcd for its execution, they ſcent word to Sultan 
Selim, that at length the moment was come in 
which the Divinc Prophet commilcrating the vio-}' 
Ince they had done to thenid.lves in couvcrhng fo 
lung among linners, had given them leave to Withs 
draw from that fiavery, and retire into a Deſart un- 
known to all perſons aftcCt:d with the plcaſures off 
this World, and that when they were once gone, 
they thould be heard of no more till they were dead, 
that before their departure they had obtained by 
ſingular favour a liberty of revealing all their ſc 
crets to them ctkectually, which they had done hi- 
therto but in part 3 that if he pleaſed he might 
come to them to the Grot, and bring the two Prin» 
ces with him, to whom likewiſe they would de- 
clare the laſt plcaſurc of their Prophct'z but” that 
' they ſhould have as fcry of their Attendants as pol: 
ſ:ble, in re{pc& of the horrour they conceived at 
the ſight of the pcoplc of this World. The Sultan 
ran head-Jong iato the Trap he had laid for 
him 3 he went to thc Grot with the Princeſles, and 
Piincc Imerſe, and not above cight or ten armed 
men in. th.ir Company. The Perſg,n Princes lay 
jn Ambuſcade upon a pals, at the head of three or 
four hundicd new ScCtaries, which they had divi 
ded into {c.ycral Squadrons, and diſpoſed privatcly 
up and:down to prevent the danger of an Alarmfſ i 
but wich dircCtions upon a Signal, agreed to dray 
into.a Body, which they did, and tell upon the 
Sultan when he lealt expected ſuch entertainment. 
The Princcſſes were lecured , and carried away by 
their truc Lovers to the City Antalia, where the 
Princes were reccived: They drave away: the Be

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ljzerbey, and put all that oppoſed to the Sword z af- 
ter which, they got ſo many men together, by 
their falſe predidtions, and poſleſt themlelves of fo 
many Towns, that by the afliftance of 1ſ/mael, they 
maintained War ſeveral years againſt all the Diſci- 
ples of Oſman, and milt narrowly of extinguiſhing 
them quite, Thcy gained three great Battels, kil- 
led three Baſhaws, and which was more to their {a- 
tisfaction, injoyed their Princcſes quictly, whom 
the death of T/macl and Imerſc, who lived not long 
| after, left cutirely to their diſpoſition, 
' Don Sebaſtian, King of Poxtugal, a= Don Sebaſtian. 
nimated againlt the Mores, rather by 
his Chriſtian zcal, than his prudence, paſſed into 
© Africk, at the Head of a puiflant Army, in the year 
1580. The pretence of this War, was the opprel[- 
lion of Mxly Mahomet, King of Marocco and Fez, 
whom his Uncle Mxley Molzc, called otherwiſe Ab- 
delmelec, would diſpoſſels of his Kingdom, as be- 
longing to him. Equity and Juſtice were of 4b- 
delmelecs ſide 3 but the Chriſtizns for Maley Mabo- 
mct. He had paſſed his word to them, that if they 
ſecured him in his Throne, he would embrace the 
Catholick Faith 3 and that ingagement outweigh'd 
all other conſiderations : Sehaſtizn armed himlclf, 
ſolicited all Chriſtian Princes , paſt with his Army 
into Xfrickz and I am apt to believe with many 
grave Authors, the intercfi of Religion was the on- 
ly motive that carried him : But Love infinuates 
many times, where it is not deſired. - 
Myley had a Daughter called Xerina, who bein 
born ot a Greek,, was not ſo black as your ordinary 
Africans ; She was as well propartioned as was 
: ; | pollible, 
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pofſible, and the Courtſhip of Granada wes not 
worn out'ot the Manners of the Moyes at that time, 
Don Sebaſtian could not detend himlelf againſ he 
Chazms, though he was contraQted to Mary of Por- 
#xgzal, his Couſin, was to marry her at his return, 
and loved her exccedingly before he was acquaint- 
< with NXerina 3 this Marriage was of great im- 
portance to the repoſe of Portugal.

Don Scbaſtian being, of too great Eminence and 
Quality to apprehend a repulle, it was not long 
betore he acquainted Nerinz with his affections. 
The Princeſs approved of him well enough, and 
her ambition increaſed her approbation. She re- 
ceived the declaration of his Love without any dif- 
ficulty, and promifing Don Sebaſtian to turn Chri- 
ſian , as he promiſed to relinquiſh the Princeſs of 
Portugal 3 Love was ſo witty as to prevent the re- 
morle for his inconſtancy, by perſwading him he

Some of the wounded who had yct 
ſo much ſenſe left them as to know her, directed 
her to that part of the Battel where he fought ; ſhe 
ran thither with great fury, and ſuppoſing ſhe had 
met with her Monarch in the perſon ot a young 
Portugnez , who reſembled him very much, ſhe 
tetcht a fad ſhreek, and prepared her ſelf to execute 
her dire reſolution 3 but the poor man opening his 
eycs at her Cty, and it being by that time clear day, 
ſhe perceived he was not dead. From an unmeas 
{urable ſorrow, ſhe paſt to 1o immoderate a joy, it 
bad almoſt cofi her her life, but recoll-&ing her 
{clf, 
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ſelf, and calling Laxra to her aſſiſtance, her Love 
re-inforced her natural ſtrength ſo well, ſhe drew 
her beloved from among{t the dead, and haled him 
to the Bank of the River Mxcazen, which runs a- 
long by the Plain where the Battel was fought ; 
Having got himſofar, ſhe examined his wounds, 
bound them up as well as ſhe could, and ſending 
Lawra to a houſe ſhe diſcryed not far. from the Ri- 
ver, ſhe cauſed people to come and- help to carry 
him to ſome place of ſecurity. ' Indeed there were 
but few of that Nature in that Kingdom, for the 
ſucceſs of that Battel gave Abdelmelec poſſeſſion of 
all his pretenſions, and the Engagement of Don Se- 
baſtian with his Enemy Muley, rendred his death ne- 
ceſlary to that new Kings repole 3 Xerina was as 
well fearful of the life of her Lover, as of his liber- 
ty, if he fell into the hands of the Conqueror. She 
put him therefore into a Bark, and rowing down 
with him to the mouth of the River ( which was 
not very far)ſhe landed him ina little Illand where 
there were ſome few habitations. She had many 
Jewels about her the Ladies of her Quality among 
the Mores, arc uſually covered with them 3 ſhe di- 
ſtributed ſome of them amongſt thoſe who had aſ- 
fitted, and conuring them to tetch her Chirurgions 
from ſome of the neighbouring Towns, = 
brought her ſuch relief as his condition required. 
His wounds being fearcht, were not found to be 
dangerous, their greateſt apprehenſion was from 
his great loſs of blood 3 the fight of what was done 
ſor him, ſurpriled him exceedingly, he ſaw himſelf 
jamented, and relieved by one of the faireſt perſons 
in the World, whoſe Quality was proclaimed by 

ct 
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her Habit, but could not ſatisfie himſelf for what 
reaſon a Lady he had never ſeen before to his 
knowledge, ſhould concern her ſelf fo far in his re- 
covery- He would have inquired, but ſhe ſtopt his 
mouth, telling him in Portugueſe ( which ſhe had 
learnt to pleaſe Don Sebaſtian ) that he was not yet 
frong enough for a diſcourſe, and that ſhe woald 
give him an account of all when his health did per- 
mit. Theſe cares augmented his aſtoniſhment 
more and more, and he called out many times to 
bave his Deſtiny cleared. The firſt moment it 
might be done without danger, Xerina fate down 
by his Pillow, and told him Ac length, Sir, Ibe- 
gin to conceive hopes of your recovery 3 the Hea- 
vens would not deprive the Portugals of their 
King, aud have bcen pleaſed ro make uſe If the 
Miniltry of your Xeriza, for the preſervation of 
the life of her dear Don Sebaſtian. The wounded 
perſon found the Princelſes miſtake by her dif- 
courſe, but thought it no prudence to convert her, 
on the contrary he uſed all his Art to confirm it : 
he forclaw too many good conſequences, to ma- 
nage them ill. He returned a thouſand paſſionate 
acknowledgments to the Princeſs, and conjured 
her to tell him which way ict was poſſible ſhe thould 
get him off the held. She gave him an account, 
ind by that account he diſcovered Xerins Birth, 
and ingagements. with the King of Portzgal. He 
did his utmoſt to perſonate Dox Sebaſtian and he 
might: do it the more ſecurely, becaule the people 
whom Xerina had ſent out in quett of Don Seba- 
fin, had brought her word, that endeavouring to 
lave hjm(clf by ſwinuming the River, he was 
| drown- 
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drowned, and his body not to be found. She be. 
lieved this truth to be an errour, as confidently as 
her own errour to be a truthz and promiting, no 
leſs to her felf than in a thort time to be made 
Queen of Portugal, there was no care, nor no pro- 
miſe but (in her opinion) ſhe ought to (o juſt a pre: 
tentzon. The wounded Portagal had Courage ant 
Wit cnough ro make his advantage of his Fortune; 
He learnt by the Princefles diſcourſe, that Muly 
Boabdelin, a Prince of the Blood Royal of M>reccs, 
had had particular friendſhip with the true King of 
Portugal. She cauſed advertifcment to be ſent to 
him, that her Friend Dox Sebaſtian was not dead 
according to Report, bur that if he pleaſed to re 
pair to the Ifle of Mycazen, he ſhould hear further, 
Myley departed with all ſpeed from the xetnotei 
_ part of the Province of Hoſcore (whither he was re 
tired from the Tyranny of Abdelmelec) and cauſing 
himſelt to be conducted. by Xerinus Envoy, to th 
place where he aſſured he ſhould tind him, he ws 
deceived by the reſemblance,. as Xerina had been de 
fore him. In the Hiltorics of all Apes and al 
Countries, there is nothing more ſtrange than ti: 
pertection of this reſemblance : It extended eva 
to the natural marks Don Sebaſtian had in certail 
phaces of his body. Muley not doubting therefor 
but the perſon he ſaw was the true King of Por! 
gal, he expreſt extreme joy at his preſervation, al 
acquainted him that his Uncle Heyry, Cardinal 
Portugal, and Brother to Don Fohn who died lik 
- was by the conſent of the people, choſen to ſuccet! 
him. This news ftartled the ambition of ou 
counterleit Sebaſtian z he was afraid it would ben

nolf it was agreed they ſhould negotiate with ſome of 
4: the prineipal of that Kingdom, to allert the Intereſt 
0-0 of thcir Monarch, and not ſutter it to be invaded 
ref by the artihice of an upſtart King. Muley oftered 
iff Xerina and her Lover a retreat in the mean time 
nel into his Province of Hoſcore, where he was too well 
fortified to apprehend a purſuit. . They concluded 
| amongſt them, that it ſhould not be publiſht Dex 
ff Scbaftzan was alive, till he ſhould be in a condition 
to be reſtored to the Crown but to authorize what 
kindne(s the Princeſs had ſhown him, Muley ac- 
| quainted them that above all things it would be ne- 
| c:fary for him to marry Xerizz inimediately. This 
was one of the effc&s ot that reſemblance of which 
the falſe Sebaſtian hoped to reap the benefit.

Theſe generous reſolutions being by publick 
Fame carricd into his Camp, the falle Don Sebaſtian 
could not but reſume in fome meaſure that Love 
which his ambition had expelled.

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ſo mortal , but there remained ſome conſiderable 
perfons who could give an account of the deſtiny 
of their King 3 all ot them athrmed rhey had fol- 
lowed him to the River Mucazen 3 ſome that they 
faw him drowned, and ſome that they ran great ha- 
zard of the ſ-me Fate, in endeavouring to fave him; 
This report was nor according: to what Xerins be 
lieved 3 the had found her pretended Sebaſt;an in 
the midſt of the Battel 3 and that which made mott 
againft him, was, that the habit by which the Prin- 
cels deſcribed him; did not agree with what the 
Psrtugal Officers affured he had on that day. Ne- 
verthelecfs Nature had been pleaſed to put ſuch a 
relemblance betwixt them, and it was ſeconded fo 
well by their Wit and their Courage, it was not 
known which way to reſolve ;' the more this acci- 
dent was examined, the more intricate it appeared, 
To deny the Crown to their lawful Prince, was an 
unpardonable offence to proſtitute it, on the other 
fide, to an Impoltor, was no lefs nnjuſtihable. But
